out making extensive preparations in ad- 

vance so that success will reward one’s 
efforts. The seed must be carefully selected and 
the soil must be prepared to receive the seed, 
after which a period of intensive cultivation 
must follow. Then, as the seed sprouts and 
springs up, the weeds must be kept from chok- 
ing and destroying the young and tender 
plants. Later there is the necessity to trans- 
plant, followed in time by the pruning process 
so that the results will meet the expectation of 
the gardener. Throughout the entire period of 
growth the garden must be watered and the 
plants guarded against the ravages of insects 
and the possibility of destruction by beasts of 
the field. Finally, in its season, the garden 
comes to maturity and the harvest of buds 
that burst into full bloom amply repays the 
gardener for the hours he has spent laboring 
to bring to perfection that which he has planted 
and cared for so tenderly during the time of 
growth. 

God’s dealings with His Kingdom are after 
this order. First He selected the seed of Abra- 
ham, organizing them into a kingdom at 
Mount Sinai, after which He prepared the 
ground — Palestine — where He planted the 
seed which had become the nucleus of His 
Kingdom upon the earth. He called them His 
vineyard. There is one great purpose in all this 
in the plan of God, which is expressed by 
Isaiah the Prophet: “‘He shall cause them that 
come of Jacob to take root: Israel shall blossom 
and bud, and fill the face of the world with 
fruit”? (Isa. 27: 6). This fruit is the perfection 
of righteousness in the administration of the 
Divine law. 

Throughout many generations He nur- 
tured His vineyard and cared for His plot of 
ground, cultivating and watching over it, but 
the expected results did not materialize. The 
time came when He must make a change and 
transplant His Kingdom into new soil. Through 
Isaiah, therefore, the Lord declared: 

“And now go to; I will tell you what I will 
do to my vineyard: I will take away the hedge 
thereof, and it shall be eaten up; and break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden 
down: And I will lay it waste: it shall not be 
pruned, nor digged, but there shall come up 
briers and thorns: I will also command the 
clouds that they rain no rain upon it. For the 
vineyard of the Lord of hosts is the house of 


T IS IMPOSSIBLE to have a fine garden with- 
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Israel, and the men of Judah his pleasant plant: 
and he looked for judgment, but behold op- 
pression; for righteousness, but behold a cry” 
(Isa. 5: 5-7). 

The land of Palestine became a desolation, 
with the House of Israel carried away into 
Assyrian captivity, and Judah later to Baby- 
lon, while briers and thorns grew in the land 
as people of other nations came in to possess 
it. During the time of transplanting, the Lord 
propounded a riddle through His Prophet Eze- 
kiel in these words: ‘‘He took also of the seed 
of the land, and planted it in a fruitful field; 
he placed it by great waters, and set it as a 
willow tree” (Ez. 17: 5). 

There, in a new location — the appointed 
place where David was told his people were 
to be planted (II Sam. 7: 10) — the Kingdom 
was to regain its former vigor and thus fulfill 
the words of Isaiah: ‘‘Keep silence before me, 
O islands; and let the people renew their 
strength”’ (Isa. 41: 1). In the Isles the King- 
dom grew in stature and expanded into a na- 
tion and a company of nations — the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. Also, the “vine 
over the wall’? became a great people — the 
United States of America — inheriting the 
desolate heritages. But as yet they have not 
filled the earth with the fruits of righteousness. 
There remains a further transplanting before 
this will become a reality and the Divine 
Gardener will be satisfied with His work of 
planting and cultivating. 

When the Glory of the Lord arises upon 
His people, the Gentiles will come to their light 
and kings to the brightness of their rising (Isa. 
60: 1-3). Then the promise will be fulfilled: 
“Thy people also shall be all righteous: they 
shall inherit the land for ever, the branch of 
my planting, the work of my hands, that I may 
be glorified” (Isa. 60: 21). For His Kingdom, 
full grown in spiritual strength, will be once 
more transplanted, but this time back to the 
land of their origin when “‘one of a city, and 
two of a family” (or clan) will return as repre- 
sentatives of the people (Jer. 3: 14). All who 
see them thereafter will acknowledge that they 
are the seed whom the Lord hath blessed and 
the prediction in Isaiah 61:11 will come to 
pass: ‘‘For as the earth bringeth forth her bud, 
and as the garden causeth the things that are 
sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to spring forth 
before all the nations.”’ 
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as a fundamental tenet that it identifies the

‘Background News THE PUBLIC Is Seldom aware of 

the problems officials responsi- 
ble for security measures face when the nation celebrates 
an important event such as the Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II. Mr. A. R. Heaver of London, England, 
writes: 


“Behind the scenes there has been a tremendous scare as to 
whether or not the Kremlin would use the unique opportunity 
provided by the Coronation ceremony to launch a ‘Pearl 
Harbor’ attack on London. All the leaders of the nation, gathered 
together in one place, seemed, as one warning voice described 
it, ‘to offer hostages to fortune upon a scale whose levity and trrespon- 
sibility defy description.” Many competent authorities considered 
the opportunity presented would represent a temptation the 
Soviet would find hard to resist. What could the government 
do? Call the whole thing off? The world as a whole suspected 
nothing of the danger and the few ‘in the know’ kept silent 
so that the scare should not spread. I was able to give sound 
reasons, prophetic and strategic, to security officials as to why 
such an attack on that date would not take place. But the fact 
that what has now been described as ‘the greatest show on earth’ 
went on, represents a tremendous act of faith on the part of 
those responsible for the decision taken in the full light of the 
unparalleled risks involved. 

“Until the issue of atomic war is finally settled, and the 
whole world comes under one sovereignty, this danger is one 
which will remain a perpetual source of anxiety for those 
responsible for security arrangements whenever an outstanding 
event — involving the gathering together of national leaders — 
takes place.” 


As we listened to the news broadcast of the Coronation 
ceremonies, thinking about the possibility of such an 
attack on the part of the Soviet despots, we were not 
perturbed to hear the reports of poor weather conditions. 
Those who had gathered out of doors to view the Corona- 
tion pageantry were no doubt greatly provoked that it 
rained. But did the Lord send such weather as a protection 
to prevent the carrying out of a diabolical plan for whole- 
sale destruction on the part of the enemies of the Throne? 
: It is certain that, if the Soviets had entertained any 
idea of a “Pearl Harbor” type of attack upon London at 
the time of the Coronation, the blanket of clouds and 
mist, with rain for the day, made it wholly impractical. 
For the Kremlin to have staged such an attack and missed 
their mark would have won for them world enmity 
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without the compensation of attaining their objective. 

It was interesting to note the reports that the sun did 
shine for a few moments when the Queen made her 
appearances. 





DANIEL THE PROPHET 
was given four impor- 
tant time measures of far-reaching significance: 

**A time, times, and an half’ — or 1260 —a number 
associated with “‘trial” or “tribulation” (Dan. 12: 7). 

*‘A thousand two hundred and ninety’ — or 1290 — 
a number the Angel told the prophet referred to “‘desola- 
tion” and the “‘desolator’”’ (Dan. 12: 11). 

**A thousand three hundred and five and thirty’? — or 
1335 — a number associated with “blessedness” (Dan. 
12: 12). 

‘Unto two thousand and three hundred days’ — or 
2300 — the time involved in “treading down the holy 
army”’ (Dan. 8: 14). At the close of this period it is declared 
that the sanctuary will be cleansed. ‘This number, there- 
fore, defines the period of warfare for the people of .God 
as they battle against evil and aggression. 

In “The Time of the End,” Destiny for December 
1950, Mr. Earl G. Hallonquist pointed to the fact that 
August 2, 1909, the date defining the great step in the 
Great Pyramid, marked a change in chronology from the 
inch-year to the inch-month scale and was a suitable 
point from which to date the beginning of day-periods 
in fulfillment of prophecy. 

Using this date as a starting point, twelve times the 
first three of Daniel’s numbers from August 2, 1909 yield 
some interesting results. Twelve is the perfect number 
and it therefore signifies the perfection of the Divine 
order. It is also the number of government and it indicates 
that the whole cycle is completed. 


August 2, 1909 — 12 x 1260 days — December 25, 1950 


‘Daniel’s Time Measures 


Did events around this date emphasize the fact of 
tribulation? Insofar as the Throne of David was con- 
cerned, it was the day that the Lia Fail, or Stone of 
Destiny, was stolen from Westminster Abbey. 

On the international front it was the center of a period 
of intensive trial and tribulation for the Anglo-Saxon 
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world. The Chinese Reds had entered the conflict in 
Korea in force on November 16, 1950 and the Allies were 
in full retreat. Seoul had been evacuated and on the 
25th the ROK National Assembly voted to move to 
Pusan. By December 28 a million people had moved out 
of Seoul. The Allies left Hungnam, completing their 
withdrawal from Northeast Korea, with the last man 
evacuating Hungnam on December 24. President Tru- 
man, on December 25, called the Hungnam rescue, with 
the escape of the Tenth Corps, the best Christmas present. 
The Reds at that time refused to discuss a cease fire until 
the following demands were met: 


“All foreign [UN] troops must withdraw from Korea and let 
the Korean people settle their own domestic affairs. The UV. S. 
aggressive forces must withdraw from Taiwan (Formosa), and 
representatives of the People’s Republic of China should occupy 
their legal seat in the UN.” 


The State Department declared on December 25, 1950 
that the Soviet propaganda against the United States was 
so “bitter and vicious” it bordered on “‘open psychological 
warfare.” The period around December 25, 1950 marked 
a deteriorating situation, with greatly increased tribulation 
for the Anglo-Saxon world. 


August 2, 1909 — 12 x 1290 days — December 20, 1951 


As 12 x 1260 days after August 2, 1909 saw increased 
tribulation for the Anglo-Saxon world, so 12 x 1290 days 
after the same date witnessed an intensification in the 
activities of the Desolator, who assumed victory to be 
assured. The truce talks in Korea were deadlocked. The 
Reds hinted that 50,000 allied prisoners were dead. 

On the European front the United States paid $120,000 
in fines imposed by Hungary on U. S. airmen. When 
asked what could be done for the fliers imprisoned, 
President Truman responded, “‘What can we do?” This 
was a woeful admission on the part of the head of a strong 
nation that we were helpless before the onslaughts of the 
Desolator who was in the ascendancy and arrogantly 
lording it over the Western powers. 

On this date, December 20, five Egyptians were killed 
during an attempt to sabotage a waterworks plant in 
Suez City. The British imposed a dusk-to-dawn curfew 
in the troubled centers. 

In Iran, during the struggle for control of the oil 
refineries, the situation became more tense, with arrange- 
ments made by the Iranian government to use Russian 
and Polish tankers to transport oil to Czechoslovakia. 
The ending of this period of 12 x 1290 days gave evidence 
of deteriorating Anglo-Saxon prestige in the face of the 
rising strength and aggressiveness of the Desolator. 


August 2, 1909 — 12 x 1335 days — June 12, 1953 


June 12, 1953 is a date still future at the time of writing. 
However, since 1335 has to do with blessedness for God’s 
people, the events transpiring as this period comes to its 
close will bear very close watching. 


August 2, 1909 — 7 x 2300 days — August 31, 1953 


Here we have combined the number of spiritual per- 
fection (7) with that of cleansing (2300), the significance 
of which will no doubt be revealed when the days are 
fulfilled. 

Let the watchers be alert and the wise trim their lamps, 
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for we are living in the time of the fulfillment of the 
predictions of our Lord, His apostles and His prophets, 
with transpiring events demonstrating the accuracy of 
His Word. As it was foretold, so shall it come to pass. In 
the words of the Prophet Habakkuk (Hab. 2: 2-3, Smith 
& Goodspeed Trans.): “Write the vision clearly upon the 
tablets, that one may read it on the run. For the vision is 
a witness for the appointed time, and speaks of the end, 
and does not lie. If it tarry, wait for it; for it will surely 
come without delay.” 





Retreat From Viétory Wen tue North Koreans 
attacked South Korea, the 


United States went to the defense of South Korea in the 
name of the United Nations. It looked for a while as 
though we were intent upon defeating the aggressor; then 
the politicians took charge and, for the first time in our 
history, national leaders worked to prevent the defeat of 
the foe. Because General Douglas MacArthur sought vic- 
tory on the field of battle, he was summarily removed 
from all his commands by former President Truman. 
Even with the change in administration, President Eisen- 
hower failed to place General Douglas MacArthur in the 
position where he was fully qualified to act — in the Far 
Eastern conflict. 

General James A. Van Fleet, in testimony before a 
Senate Committee, declared victory was again within 
our grasp in the summer of 1951. Again the politicians 
took charge and a definite retreat from victory began with 
the institution of the first armistice talks. That retreat 
has continued and now we are all but capitulating to the 
Red Chinese in an endeavor to appease the enemy. Yet 
President Eisenhower, in a radio and television broadcast 
on June 3, 1953, stated: 


“There is going to be no new Munich [appeasement] and at 
the same time there is going to be no risk of a general war.” 


Just how he is figuring to avoid risking a third world 
war without endeavoring to appease Soviet Russia is a 
mystery. Yet to appease Russia is to risk a third world 
war, just as the appeasement of Hitler by Chamberlain 
resulted in World War II. 

Actually the free world is caught upon the horns of a 
dilemma. Whether they do or do not try to appease Soviet 
Russia, the Communist goal remains the same — world 
domination. The Kremlin is little concerned as to how 
they attain that end. They will use our desire to appease 
for that purpose as long as they can and when that fails 
a third world war will be inevitable. 

It is impossible to sit on the fence and declare we will 
not appease and at the same time do nothing that will 
risk a third world war. To refrain from appeasement 
is to take a stand on principle, letting the chips fall where 
they may — and that in itself is to risk war when dealing 
with the Kremlin! 

It has been eight years since World War II came to an 
end. The Canadian Intelligence Service Supplementary Section 
for May 1953 presents an interesting account of what has 
actually occurred during those eight years. The address in 
which these facts were presented was prepared for delivery 
before the Winnipeg Branch of the British Empire Club. 
The following excerpts from it are worthy of careful 
consideration, for at this very moment we are making 
moves in the Far East which will play into the hands of 
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the Communists and contribute to the furtherance of 
their over-all plan for world domination. 


“Just prior to and following the end of military operations 
in 1945, the leaders of Britain, the United States and Russia 
met at a series of conferences: Tehran, Yalta and Potsdam. 
There they wrote the most infamous chapter in our long history. 
There they signed away all the hard-won fruits of victory. 
There they paved the way for the expansion of Communism 
on all sides without the firing of a shot. 

“General Crerar, former head of our armed forces, speaking 
to a group of high-ranking officers in Toronto some years ago, 
admitted that the seeds of World War III were sown at Yalta. 
And today the Washington administration practically admits 
that Yalta is the blackest page in American history. 

“We were told that we went to war in 1939 to defend the 
sovereignty and independence of Poland, and yet before the end 
of that war to save Poland from Hitler, by secret agreement we 
sold out to Russia, not only Poland, but all of Eastern Europe 
from the Baltic States in the north to the Balkans in the south. 
And by these same secret agreements we in effect sold out to 
Russia control of Northern China, which led ultimately to the 
Red conquest of all China, and we gave Russia the Kuril and 
Sakhalin Islands north of Japan. 

“Indeed, the communists at these meetings not only repre- 
sented Moscow, but agents like Alger Hiss and Red sympa- 
thizers like Harry Hopkins sat at the elbows of our own leaders. 
The enemy of Christendom penetrated into the policy-making 
levels of our own governments, and directed us along policies 
designed to aid and abet communist expansion and aggression. 

“China, too, was lost to Communism with a strong assist from 
the West. The U. S. withdrew support from the nationalist 
forces of Chiang Kai-shek, long our faithful ally, and the British 
government rushed in to recognize and trade with the Red 
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“We then moved to meet aggression in Korea. But as British 
soldiers fought North Korean and Chinese communists on the 
hills of Korea, at the same time Britain continued to trade with 
and ship rubber, tin and other vital materials to Red China. 
How incredible! Could you imagine conducting the war against 
Hitler in this manner! 

“Meanwhile, by directing aggression outside of the UN, but 
insisting that all counteraction on our part be channeled through 
the UN — where Russia and her satellites sit to frustrate and 
stall— Russia has actually perverted and used the UN as a 
major instrument in her aggressive moves for world power. 

“All propaganda stripped aside, what is the net score? What 
does the balance sheet show since our great military victory of 
1945? It shows this: 

“That in the space of eight years we have lost everything our 
armed forces won, and more. We have lost to Communism 
almost a score of nations and some 600 million friends and 
allies. We have been losing the cold war at the rate of 75 million 
friends and allies a year. 

“The old Bible — God’s Word Written — tells us how to wisely 
judge: ‘By their fruits shall ye know them.’ Not by their speeches 
or winning personalities, but by their fruits. On this sound 
Biblical basis — and there is no sounder basis to which to turn 
than to the Word of God — our foreign policy these past years 
constitutes nothing less than a dismal failure — an incredible 
retreat fromi victory. If the results of the past eight years consti- 
tute winning the cold war, then how much longer, may we ask, 
can we afford to ‘win’ it before all the world slips behind the 
Iron Curtain.” 


The address also succinctly summed up what Com- 
munism is: 


“Communism in itself is not an end. It is a means to an end. 
The end is the complete exhaustion and destruction of Christian 
civilization, upon the rubble of which a ‘new order,’ patterned 
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upon the model of the Soviet Union, is to be raised up. Commu- 
nism is but an instrument or strategy being used by those forces 
bent upon the destruction of Christendom.” 


There can be no truce with the Communists and any 
agreement, so-called, that they make, leading the free 
world to think otherwise, will be only a smoke screen 
behind which a step-up in the intensive preparation for 
world conquest will be carried on by the Kremlin. Com- 
munism, based upon Marxism, can no more be brought 
into conformity with the true spirit of freedom, justice 
and equity than one can hope to tame and cuddle as a 
pet a vicious poisonous snake. 





‘Disaster Strikes Again, IN THE EDITORIAL titled 

“The Weather” (DeEs- 
TINY for July 1953, pp. 225-226), attention was called to 
the possibility that the release of tons of radioactive dust 
into the upper stratosphere by the explosion of atomic 
bombs is a contributing factor causing violent weather 
disturbances in the United States and elsewhere. It is 
reported that tornadoes have killed an estimated 358 
persons and caused property damage of $150,000,000 in 
the United States this spring and, from recent reports, 
the end is not yet in sight. While one tornado after 
another has struck during the last few months, as this 
editorial is being written reports are coming in of a chain of 
tornadoes which have just roared through southeastern 
Michigan and northwestern Ohio (June 8, 1953), leaving 
in their wake an appalling toll of dead and injured. It is 
worthy of serious consideration that the greatest atomic 
explosion ever released in the United States took place 
less than a week before these latest tornadoes. Also, it is 
reported that tornadoes are striking places which were 
completely free in the past from that kind of violent 
weather disturbance. 

Among the reports coming in, Flint, Michigan, was 
perhaps the hardest hit. This is a city of 163,000 some 70 
miles north of Detroit. The city is described as laying like 
a bombed target in the wake of the most deadly of the 
half dozen or more twisters. Mangled bodies of 111 victims 
were scattered over the city’s outskirts according to state 
police reports. * 

The records show that there have already been 249 
tornadoes this year — over a hundred more than those 
recorded for any one year in the past. And we are only 
in the sixth month of the year 1953! 

Scientists say they have been unable to determine the 
cause of this unprecedented number of tornadoes. As 
usual they refuse to consider the obvious until the evidence 
is overwhelming. The only difficulty in this case is that we 
will continue to play with the “fire of God” until mounting 
disaster demonstrates that the release of atomic energy in 
the Nevada experiments, and perhaps others, has peril- 
ously upset the balance controlling normal weather 
conditions. 

Further confirmation was supplied by Paul Harvey in 
a radio broadcast on May 24, 1953. While the scientists 
continue to deny that the present weather pattern and 





* Since this editorial was written, a tornado struck central Massachusetts and 
southern New Hampshire, devastating parts of cities in its path (among them 
Worcester, Mass.), killing nearly a hundred people, seriously wounding scores of 
others and causing property damage running into millions of dollars. 
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atomic bombs are related, Mr. Harvey presented the 
following: 


“Everybody has a theory about this recent weird weather — 
everybody except the professional meteorologists. They just say 
the weather was sent on orders from higher up. Hy Sheridan is 
not a professional meteorologist but a practical one. As senior 
pilot with American Airlines, he’s a very practical man where 
weather is concerned and I want you to hear his experience and 
conclude what you will from the facts. Hiram Sheridan was 
flying in Mexico in the days of Ford tri-motors and Fokkers 
and before, from 1928 to a part of 1932, and then elsewhere. 
Then, during the past six years and at present, he has been 
and is captain of a DC6 flying that territory again. 

*‘He compares his two tours of duty, and by a standard not 
recorded on the weather charts Hy Sheridan insists that the 
presently prevalent haze, which even on a clear day sometimes 
keeps our airliners on instruments until they can get above it at 
maybe 19,000 feet, that this haze ts not smoke and it is not dust and 
it is not moisture — and it was not there in the old days. 

“Sheridan says he is satisfied that this haze, which does not 
show on the weather charts, but is well known to all pilots, is 
coincident with and its density determined by our atomic tests 
in Nevada, and that the negatively ironized air, though harmless 
to humans as far as we know, is in turn directly related to the 
incidence and intensity of violently turbulent weather. I have 
just skimmed over his technical language and involved research. 
Sheridan has catalogued the detonations, dates and weather 
disturbances into a pattern. 

“You know, recently a meteorological authority indicated 
that we might soon be able to control the weather over Russia — 
and one looks on.” 


There are times when the intuition of the public out- 
strips scientific knowledge. Thinking individuals have for 
some time been convinced in their own minds that there 
is a definite connection between violent weather disturb- 
ances and the atomic tests taking place in our land. 
News commentators, however, refer to the extraordinary 
weather pattern as though they were wholly unaware that 
“the finger of God directs the storm.” That the Lord 
uses the forces of nature for a purpose is clear from the 
utterances of His prophets: 


“‘The Lord is the true God, he is the living God, and an ever- 
lasting king: at his wrath the earth shall tremble, and the nations 
shall not be able to abide his indignation. . . . He hath made 
the earth by his power, he hath established the world by his 
wisdom, and hath stretched out the heavens by his discretion 
[skill]. When he uttereth his voice, there is a multitude of waters 
in the heavens, and he causeth the vapours to ascend from the 
ends of the earth; he maketh lightnings with rain, and bringeth 
forth the wind out of his treasures.” (Jer. 10: 10-13.) 

“And the Lord shall cause his glorious voice to be heard, and 
shall shew the lighting down of his arm, with the indignation of 
his anger, and with the flame of a devouring fire, with scattering 
[amid cloudburst], and tempest, and hailstones.”’ (Isa. 30: 30.) 


The Lord has declared through Jeremiah that He will 
cause His people to know His might, with the result that 
they will know that His name is the Lord (Jer. 16: 21). 
That storms play a definite part in the pressure exerted by 
the Lord to compel men and nations to recognize His 
sovereignty and power is clear from the words of Isaiah: 


“Thou shalt be visited of the Lord of hosts with thunder, and 
with earthquake, and great noise, with storm and tempest, and 
the flame of devouring fire.” (Isa. 29: 6.) 


If one takes stock of spiritual conditions within our 
land, they will be found to be at a very low ebb, for 
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although the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples are the House 
of Israel in the world today, they are refusing to heed the 
Lord’s commandments and are not walking according to 
His statutes and judgments. 

Can we, as a nation, claim Divine protection from 
disaster while we ignore our God? To what extent must we 
experience the Divine hand of God resting heavily upon 
us before, as a nation, we will awaken to the necessity to 
conform with the requirements of His laws of righteous- 
ness? 





he (ertainty of “Prophe IN THE EDITORIAL, 
C a f P J “Was Stalin Mur- 
dered?” (Destiny for May 1953, pp. 149-150), facts of 
prophecy were presented discrediting Moscow reports 
that Stalin had died of natural causes. Since the writing 
of that editorial last March, news items have been released 
from time to time confirming the position taken that 
Stalin died a violent death. In his radio broadcast of June 
7, 1953 Walter Winchell quoted from the Honesdale, 
Pennsylvania newspaper Citizen Times as follows: 


“Izvestia, the Soviet’s official newspaper, last February 17th 
carried this single sentence recording the death of Stalin’s 
bodyguard, General Peter J. Koysnkin, and they gave no 
cause. His death started the battle between the commissars and 
the Red army inside the Kremlin. He died defending Stalin’s 
murder,” 


It was evidently about a week after the above date of 
February 17, 1953, according to information supplied us 
from Mr. A. R. Heaver (see Destiny for May 1953, p. 
154), that a Czech diplomatic correspondent in Moscow 
became aware that Stalin was dead and cabled the news 
by a prearranged code —a harmlessly-worded private 
message in which he gave Stalin’s death as of February 
28th. Mr. Heaver wrote that the medical bulletins 
published on Stalin’s death were fakes: 


‘The fact that Stalin had been dead for several days when the 
first bulletin appeared explains why no foreign specialists were 
called in.” 


Prophecy is again being proved correct and the utter- 
ances of His prophets are substantiated as their predic- 
tions, made centuries ago, come to pass in our generation. 





Losing the War Tue wes or conflict in which we 
became entangled following the 
close of World War II, which has ensnared us ever since, 
has been spun from Moscow as the center. The leaders 
of the Western world have refused to be realists and 
recognize this obvious fact, then act accordingly. 

It was unfortunate that when the Korean war broke 
out, it was treated as a local skirmish, whereas Soviet 
Russia should have been charged at once with direct 
responsibility for the hostilities in the Far East. To this 
failure was added the fear of offending the Kremlin and 
enlarging the war, with the result that an energetic 
campaign, with victory as its object, was not allowed 
because politicians vetoed decisive military action. 

In all recorded history there is no account of blundering 
equal to that which has been in evidence in the handling 
of the Korean war and other aspects of the present 
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conflict with Soviet Russia. Furthermore, labeling the 
Far Eastern campaign as a UN police action was stupid 
when it was well known all along that Soviet Russia, 
one of the principal UN members, instigated that con- 
flict, supporting the armies of the enemies of the UN in 
the field, supplying them with guns, artillery and ammu- 
nition, as well as with jet planes and bombers. 

We even allowed the enemy to retain a sanctuary in 
Manchuria — a territory beyond the Yalu River from 
which they have been able to sally forth at will to attack 
our forces while immune from retaliation. The enemy’s 
protest because of occasional accidental violations of the 
Manchurian sanctuary would be ludicrous if it were not 
so serious. 

It is of marked significance now to recall that former 
UN Secretary General, Trygve Lie, in Oslo for Christmas, 
said in a broadcast December 26, 1950: 


“The UN must win in Korea regardless of how big a war 
with China develops or there will be no basis for fulfillment of 
further aims of the UN. . . . There can be no question of giving 
up the fight.” 


But the removal of General Douglas MacArthur was a 
tacit admission to the Communists that we had no 
intention of carrying on a forthright campaign to win the 
conflict and gain a decisive victory over our foes. This act 
of removing from the Far Eastern command the one man 
who could have won the war for us also served notice on 
all Asiatics of the impotency of the UN to carry through 
a military campaign to a successful conclusion. Subsequent 
events have proved this to be true. 

By the summer of 1951 the Communists were so hard 
pressed that it was essential for them, if they were to be 
saved from defeat, to secure a temporary cessation of 
hostilities. On June 23, 1951 Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Jacob A. Malik proposed a truce in the fighting 
in Korea. Soviet Russia was moving to save the Red 
Chinese from defeat and the Western world, grasping at a 
straw, acceded swiftly to the Russian request. UN Secre- 


_ tary General Trygve Lie urged that cease-fire talks begin 


at once. The Chinese Reds secured their much-needed 
respite, giving them the breathing spell so essential to 
permit them to regroup their armies and strengthen their 
positions. This was evidenced by the later renewal of 
conflict after the truce had served the purpose of the 
enemy. 

Perhaps the height of asininity being displayed by the 
Western powers is the dislike manifested by members of 
the UN for the two really active opponents of Communism 
in the Far East — South Korea and Chiang Kai-shek. 

We are now engaged in turning a valiant ally into a 
bitter and disillusioned foe, for the South Koreans are 
aware that, from the time of the removal of General 
Douglas MacArthur to the present truce talks, the trend 
has been toward appeasement and the betrayal of their 
country. Regardless of what terms may be agreed upon at 
Panmunjom, the outcome will be a victory for the Chinese 
Reds. It will be so considered by the Kremlin and there 
will be an immediate move to seat Red China in the 
United Nations. 

_The UN has again and again demonstrated its inability, 
cither in time of peace or war, to solve any of the major 
problems confronting the nations of the world. It cannot 
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even restrain one of its own members from making war. 
A union of nations without unity in desires, aims and 
purposes is a farce. Americans will do well to consider 
the fundamental principle that it is impossible for any 
nation believing in justice, equity and freedom to work 
in harmony with treacherous men who are liars and truce 
breakers, who have respect for neither God nor man. 
How can those who believe in truth and honesty be 
covenanted to work together with those who consider 
that any means are justified by the end they have in 
view? 

If an armistice results from the present truce talks in 
Korea, it will be because the cessation of hostilities there 
will serve the purpose of Soviet and Communist expansion 
better than to continue the Korean war. A Korean truce 
will not mean the end of the deadly conflict between 
Soviet Russia and the rest of the world. It will simply 
permit the web to be enlarged, for a release of Chinese 
forces in Korea will mean that they have the green light 
for a drive evidently already planned between Moscow 
and Peking to take over all of southeast Asia. This area 
possesses 90 per cent of the world’s supply of natural 
rubber and 55 per cent of the world’s tin supply. 

Let those who are looking for a cessation of hostilities 
in Korea to bring about peace consider well that Soviet 
Russia and Red China are not interested in peace, but 
rather they are using the desire for peace as a stepping 
stone for further aggressive activities elsewhere. The 
most dangerous period of all lies ahead of us and the 
signing of a truce in Korea will make World War III 
more certain than anything the Western world has yet 
done or has failed to do in the past. Asiatics will recognize 
in the truce the fact that the UN has been defeated and the 
objective expressed in the words of General Chu Teh, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Chinese Red army, reported 
as being told to a Peking rally December 24, 1950, will be 
attained: 


“The Red successes in Korea would bring about a new up- 
surge of Communism throughout countries of the Far East.” 


Instead of sounding a call to peace, a Korean truce will 
alert the watchers that the conflict is to intensify as the 
world moves on toward the crisis that is looming before it. 





Forbidden “Defilement, One or Tue things for 

which God condemns His 
people is their violation of the laws of physical cleanness 
in that they should not eat any abominable thing. The 
Law of the Lord states: ““Thou shalt not eat any abomina- 
ble thing” (Deut. 14:3, see also Leviticus, chapter 11). 
Through Isaiah the Prophet, the Lord declares: 


“I have spread out my hands all the day unto a rebellious peo- 
ple, which walketh in a way that was not good, after their own 
thoughts; A people that provoketh me to anger continually to 
my face; that sacrificeth in gardens, and burneth incense upon 
altars of brick; which remain among the graves, and lodge in the 
monuments, which eat swine’s flesh, and broth of abominable 
things is in their vessels.” (Isa. 65: 2-4.) 

In the preceding chapter Isaiah referred to this same 
people as addressing the Lord as their Father and referring 
to themselves as clay in the hands of Him who is their 
Potter. This illustration immediately brings to mind the 
statement by Jeremiah, who was sent to the potter to watch 
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him fashion a vessel out of clay upon his wheel: 

“Then the word of the Lord came to me, saying, O house of 
Israel, cannot I do with you as this potter? saith the Lord. Be- 
hold, as the clay is in the potter’s hand, so are ye in mine hand, 
O house of Israel.” (Jer. 18: 5-6.) 

The House of Judah is not being addressed here; it is a 
message to the House of Israel. Later Jeremiah likens 
Judah, not to clay, but to an earthen bottle that is broken 
and cannot be made whole again (Jer. 19: 11). 

It is not the Jews who have from generation to genera- 
tion violated the law forbidding the eating of abominable 
things; rather, it is the House of Israel which constantly 
violates these laws as evidenced throughout all Anglo- 
Saxon lands today in the great consumption of forbidden 
foods — swine’s flesh, the broth of abominable things, 2.¢., 
oyster stews, clam chowders, etc. — all not to be eaten 
according to the Law of the Lord. 

At Easter time we are reminded of all this because of 
the growing popularity of the “Easter ham.” Tables are 
laden with ham which the people eat in their celebration 
of the resurrection of Him who destroyed a whole herd of 
swine (Matt. 8: 30) by allowing evil spirits to take posses- 
sion of their bodies with the result that they were all 
drowned in the sea. He who came to fulfill the prophets, 
and who declared that not one jot or one tittle of the law 
will pass until all the prophets are fulfilled, is being in- 
sulted by those who celebrate His resurrection by eating 
abominable things which He abhors. 

Isaiah’s statement that His people use altars of brick 
(or tile) on which to burn incense identifies the services 
held in many modern churches in Anglo-Saxon lands. 
(The law requires that all altars be built of unhewn stone.) 
Coupled with this is the statement that they are “remain- 
ing among the graves,” translated by Ferrar Fenton, 
“‘who dwell in the Tombs,” and by Smith and Goodspeed, 
“‘who sit in graves’’; also, ““They lodge in the monuments.” 
All of this aptly describes the effect of a cemetery in the 
places of worship where the dead are buried in the aisles 
and monuments to the dead are within the house of wor- 
ship. 

That all this is an abomination to the Lord is made quite 
clear by Ezekiel for, following the cleansing of the House of 
Israel, after the Glory of the Lord returns to them, the 
prophet states: 


‘And he said unto me, Son of man, the place of my throne, and 
the place of the soles of my feet, where I will dwell in the midst 
of the children of Israel for ever, and my holy name, shall the 
house of Israel no more defile, neither they, nor their kings, by 
their whoredom, nor by the carcases of their kings in their high 
places. In their setting of their threshold by my thresholds, and 
their post by my posts, and the wall between me and them, they 
have even defiled my holy name by their abominations that they 
have committed: wherefore I have consumed them in mine 
anger. Now let them put away their whoredom, and the carcases 
of their kings, far from me, and I will dwell in the midst of them 
for ever.” (Ez. 43: 7-9.) 


Houses of worship, purportedly dedicated to the Lord, 
are defiled by the bodies of the dead buried within their 
walls, while Christians defile the temple of the Holy Spirit, 
which is their bodies, by the consumption of abominable 
things as food. Both Isaiah and Ezekiel point all this out 
as among the major sins being committed by the House of 
Israel. Strangely enough, these are also marks by which 
the House of Israel may be identified today! 
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Calling upon His people to sanctify themselves wholly 
unto Him, the statement is made after the listing of what 
may and may not be eaten: 


“I am the Lord your God: ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and ye shall be holy; for I am holy: neither shall ye defile your- 
selves.” (Lev. 11: 44.) 


While we continue to provoke God to anger by refusing 
to obey His laws and follow the instructions of His com- 
mandments, we must expect no relief from vexation and 
trouble. It will only be when we depart from these re- 
bellious practices that God will come to bless us and dwell 
in our midst as promised through Ezekiel. 





“Peace ‘Propaganda Destiny has frequently 
pointed out that Soviet Rus- 
sia is not interested in peace and is merely capitalizing 
upon the desire of the peoples of the world for peace to 
camouflage their real intentions — continuing evil ag- 
gression. The following excerpt from Newsletier From Be- 
hind the Iron Curtain confirms this contention that the Soviet 
vultures are merely masquerading as doves of peace: 


‘For over three decades Communism has been on the offensive, 
using every opportunity and every means for expansion. Its 
ruthless progress is the reason why the periodical professions of 
Soviet peaceful intentions and their will to cooperate with other 
nations are inevitably viewed with a good deal of scepticism by 
the rest of the world. However, the Soviets are not embarrassed 
by this state of things and continue their peace propaganda with 
unabated energy to this day. 

“The reason for this is not far to seek. From the first days of 
their existence they have drawn so much profit from peace 
drives that it would indeed be most unwise to drop this method. 
It should be remembered that, when they seized power in Russia, 
peace propaganda was a major, if not the decisive, factor which 
gave them victory. By clamoring for an immediate withdrawal of 
Russia from the battlefields of World War I, they discredited the 
efforts of the democratic Provisional Government; promising 
immediate peace to the war-tired masses of the soldiers, workers 
and peasants of Russia, the Communists won the support of the 
revolutionary Soviets. This did not prevent them from throwing 
the entire nation into a bloody class struggle and civil war once 
they had firmly ensconced themselves at the top. 

“The second stage of Communist peace propaganda began 
when the hopes for a world revolution were dashed and Russia’s 
new rulers had been convinced that their goals could not be 
achieved with the means then at their disposal. They had to re- 
organize and consolidate their power and this called for peace at 
home as well as in foreign relations. The result was the well- 
known peace treaties of 1920-1921 with those of Russia’s neigh- 
bors whose subjugation had proved too hard a task. A new eco- 
nomic policy, favoring the peasants more than any other class, 
was to serve the purpose of interior pacification. 

“In 1928 at last it became possible to proceed to the realization 
of what had always been uppermost in the mind of the Polit- 
bureau. ‘Speaking with Voroshilov,’ Pravda wrote on February 8, 
1928, ‘the main purpose of the five-year plans is to provide the 
Red army with equipment worthy of a first-class modern army.’ 
As, alongside the beginning of a large-scale armament drive, it 
had been decided to put an end to the largest hotbed of interior 
dissatisfaction by a liquidation of the independent peasant class, 
the question of security from outside attacks posed itself again in 
no uncertain terms. This explains the role of Litvinov, that all- 
time greatest collector of non-aggression treaties and similar 
agreements.

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The Restored Kingdom 





OR SEVERAL YEARS Ferrar Fen- 

ton’s unique translation of the 

Lord’s prayer has arrested my 
attention and in particular his use of 
the word “‘restored”’ instead of the 
usual ““Thy Kingdom come.” 

A few years ago I asked one of our 
senior lecturers, who is a Greek 
scholar, what the literal translation is 
of the Greek word translated “‘come.” 
He told me it was “‘come back.” I then 
asked him what the difference is be- 
tween “come back” and “restored.” 
We agreed that there is little or no 
difference. 

Greatly daring, I want to attempt a 
very literal analysis of the world- 
famous “prayer” of our Lord, which 
is offered up as a prayer by millions of 
Christians every day, many of whom 
do not pause to think what the words 
mean. They are taken for granted on 
the all-sufficient authority of Christ’s 
instructions to His followers in Mat- 
thew, chapter 6. 


The Perfect Prayer 


It is the perfect prayer if we have 
the perfect translation and if we attach 
the usual normal meaning to the 
words. But do we not frequently hurry 
through the prayer and rather treat it 
as a talisman or a charm until it 
becomes but a formal prayer — the 
correct petition in our act of worship. 

Most of my eight or ten alternative 
translations follow the Authorized 
Version, but let us study Ferrar 
Fenton’s translation and let us do so 
without prejudice against his curious 
phrasing of the prayer, bearing in 
mind the effect the moods and tenses 
of the original Greek should have on 
the translation. 


A Personal Reminiscence 


Several years ago I met the Misses 
Penruddock and, as Mr. Fenton was 
their guest while he was translating the 
New Testament, they frequently talked 
about him. Because of my admiration 
for his translation, they laughingly 
accosted me with “Hello Ferrar 
Fenton.” 

One of the sisters undertook to 
revise, pass upon, and criticize his 
English, as he was so immersed in his 
twenty-six ancient and foreign lan- 
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guages that he felt it wiser to refer his 
translations to the Miss Penruddock 
who was an expert English scholar. 
When he submitted this translation to 
her, she was horrified at his choice of 
words, and he at once said he would 
see if he could select a more acceptable 
wording. He returned later and said he 
regretted that he could not alter it. 
Again Miss Penruddock strongly ob- 
jected, “‘It won’t do, Mr. Fenton; it is 
so unusual to English ears.” “Very 
well,” said Mr. Fenton, “I will try 
again.”” He went back to his study 
and, on returning for the third time, 
he declared that his translation would 
have to stand; he could not see his way 
to alter it. Evidently the original was 
too emphatic to his mind to permit of 
alteration. 

This incident was told to me by 
Miss Penruddock in London some 
forty years ago and I now use it as an 
introduction to Ferrar Fenton’s unique 
translation of the Lord’s prayer: 


“Our Father in the Heavens; Your 
Name must be being Hallowed; 

Your Kingdom must be being restored; 

Your will must be being done both in 
Heaven and upon the Earth. 

Give us to-day our to-morrow’s bread; 

And forgive us our faults, as we forgive 
those offending us, for You would not 
lead us into temptation, but deliver us 
from its evil.” 


His two footnotes must be his justifi- 
cation for his translation. Here they 
are: 


“The above is the literal translation of 
the original Greek, retaining the Greek 
moods and tenses by the clearest English 
I could. The old versions, having been 
made from a Latin translation, could not 
reproduce the actual sense of the Saviour 
as given by the Evangelists, for Latin has 
no Aorist of the Imperative Passive Mood 
used by Matthew and Luke.” 

“The force of the Imperative 1st 
Aorist* seems to me to be that of what is 
called a ‘Standing Order,’ a thing to be 
done absolutely and continuously. — F. F.” 


Some Queries 


Did Christ perform a miracle when 
He chose that Greek word translated 





* “ Aorist, the name of certain tenses in the 
Greek verb expressing indefinite time” 
(Chamber’s Dictionary). “Indefinite as to 
time” (Collins Dictionary). 
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“‘restored”’? For by the use of that 
word He referred to a Kingdom 
obviously having a previous contin- 
uous existence throughout the ages. 
This was the Kingdom foretold by 
Daniel when he interpreted Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s dream: 

“But in the days of those kings, the God 
of Heaven will establish an Everlasting 
Empire, and Indestructible,— whose Sover- 
eignty will not be transferred to another 
People. It will subdue and break all the 
Kingdoms, and will stand for ever! And as 
you saw a stone cut from a rock, — but not 
by hands, — which broke the iron, the 
brass, the clay, the silver, and the gold; — 
the Great God has revealed to the King 
what will come after now,—and the 
Dream is certain, and my Interpretation 
true!” (Dan. 2: 44—45, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


ReStored 


By the use of the word translated 
‘restored,’ Christ included the ful- 
fillment of all the great restoration 
prophecies foretold in the Old Testa- 
ment; and we must note that all of 
these prophecies relate to the Davidic 
monarchy. His Jewish hearers had no 
doubts about the identity of the 
Kingdom, for in Matthew 21: 43-45, 
when He told them the Kingdom 
would be taken from them, “they 
perceived that He spoke about them- 
selves.” 

The first three petitions now claim 
our special attention and the first one 
acknowledges that “‘our Father” dwells 
in “the Heavens.” JHVH (Jehovah) is 
the self-existing God throughout eter- 
nity, Ommnipresent and omnipotent, 
whose Name must be being hallowed 
by all creation, continuously and in- 
creasingly. ““Holy! Holy! Holy! is the 
Lord God Almighty!” 

Thy Kingdom 

The second petition reads: “Thy 
Kingdom must be being restored.” 
Immediately we are face to face with 
the problem of finding that long lost 
kingdom, which was taken from the 
Jews (Matt. 21: 43), and which, when 
found, would have a Davidic monarch 
on its throne, “‘whose Sovereignty will 
not be transferred to another People” 
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(Dan. 2: 44, Ferrar Fenton Trans.). This 
quest is none other than the tracing of 
our racial identity with the lost ten 
tribes of Northern Israel from their 
capital in Palestine which was Sa- 
maria. 


The Transplanting 


The Divine commission to Jeremiah 
was: 

“See! I have appointed you to-day over 
nations, and kingdoms; to pull up, and to 
break down, and to destroy, and to erase; 
as well as to build, and to plant.” (Jer. 
1: 10, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Dr. Driver’s footnote reads: “‘Jere- 
miah, so to say, is to be Yahveh’s vice- 
regent over the Kingdoms of the earth, 
with authority to declare His purposes 
regarding them.” Jeremiah saw the 
breaking up of the nations, but where 
did he undertake “the building and 
planting’? Psalm 80: 15 (Polychrome 
Bible, Wellhausen) reads: 


“Take this vine as Thy charge and 
replant it, 

That which Thy right hand has 
planted.” 


When and where did Jehovah so 
control history that He replanted 
northern Israel? They commenced 
their period of Assyrian Captivity in 
Halah (Heb. “Khalakh,” F.F.) and 
Habor, in Azerbijan, “the land of 
fires,” in the Persian oil district. This 
was according to the statement in II 
Kings 17: 6: 

“In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of 
Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel 
away into Assyria, and placed them in 
Halah and in Habor by the river of Gozan, 
and in the cities of the Medes.” 


After doing their 70 years of Assyrian 
captivity (the Jews went to Babylon 
about 130 years later on), Israel’s ten 
tribes were released through the defeat 
of Assyria by the rising power of 
Babylon. After 650 B.c. they broke up 
into sections and migrated across 
Southern Russia to the Carpathians 
and settled for a while on the River 
Arsareth (see II Esdras 13: 40-45). 
Under various names, mostly derived 
from the root word “Isaac”’ (Gen. 21: 
12 & Amos 7: 16) they began to occupy 
the “appointed place” foretold in II 
Samuel 7: 10: 


“Moreover I will appoint a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, that 
they may dwell in a place of their own, and 
move no more; neither shall the children of 
wickedness afflict them any more, as 
beforetime.”’ 
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The Gift of the Monarchy 


So He took the vine of Israel and 
replanted it in the Isles of the West 
under a monarchy that traces its 
descent from Tea Tephi — the crown 
princess and elder daughter of Zede- 
kiah, the last king of Jerusalem — 
who was taken to Tara in Ireland by 
Jeremiah “and replanted there.” The 
transplanting of the Kingdom and 
the Throne is an accomplished fact of 
history. But do we know the personal 
details of the gift of the monarchy? 
We are indebted chiefly to Jeremiah 
for those emphatic predictions promis- 
ing the unbreakable continuity of 
David’s royal line of kings (see Jer. 
33: 19-26 & Psalm 89). Driver’s 
sectional headline reads: “Jehovah 
will never cast off His People, or bring 
to an end the rule of the seed of 
David.’ But Dr. Driver makes no 
attempt to find it. It was no ordinary 
gift and the series of events describing 
the giving are detailed in the seventh 
chapter of II Samuel, which I invite 
you to study carefully. 


The Great Acceptance 


Most of what follows is taken from 
my article, “David Accepted the 
Promise,” which appeared in Destiny 
for February 1944. 

David’s interview with Nathan, as 
recorded in the seventh chapter of II 
Samuel, with its three promises in 
verses 10, 12 and 13-16, was over. The 
preliminary conversation between 
King and prophet is given in verses 
1 to 3, but David’s intention and 
Nathan’s approval are abruptly al- 
tered in verses 4 and 5. 

The definite claim was made by 
Nathan that overnight he had been 
made the recipient of an inspired mes- 
sage for David. 

In verse 18 the King leaves the 
prophet and enters the tabernacle — 
alone! The record of what follows 
obviously must have been supplied by 
David himself. It is almost too per- 
sonal and sacred to be read without 
emotion. It is the perfect example of 
being “in tune with the Infinite.” 
David realized the full significance of 
the message, and reverently and 
humbly accepted it: 

“Then king David went in and sat down 
before the Eternal, saying, ‘Whom am I, 
O Lord Eternal, and what is my house, 
that thou hast brought me thus far, Lord 
Eternal? And thou hast reckoned this a 
small favour! Thou hast gone on to speak 
of thy servant’s house for ages to come, 


and shown me a long line of generations. 
What more need David say to thee? Thou 
knowest thy servant; Thou hast promised 
to glorify thy servant, and from thine own 
heart hast thou acted in letting thy servant 
see all this great future. 

“Great thou art, O Lord Eternal, for 
there is none like thee, there is no god save 
thee, that we have ever heard of. And what 
other nation on earth is like thy people 
Israel? What nation did a god go and 
redeem to be a people for himself, to win 
a name for himself, by doing great and 
terrible exploits on their behalf, by driving 
out a people and their gods before his own 
people? Yet thou hast established thy 
people Israel to be thine own people for 
ever; and thou, O Eternal, hast become 
their God. 

*‘Now, O Lord Eternal, confirm for ever 
thy promise to thy servant and his house, 
and do as thou hast said, that thy renown 
may be great for ever, when men say, “The 
Lord of hosts is God over Israel,’ the family 
of thy servant David being established 
before thee. O Lord of hosts, God of Israel, 
thy servant has ventured to offer this 
prayer to thee because thou hast revealed 
to thy servant that thou wilt build him up 
a family. Lord Eternal, thou art God, thy 
words are true, and thou hast made this 
kind promise to thy servant! May it please 
thee to bless the family of thy servant, that 
it may continue in thy presence always! 
For thou hast said the word, O Eternal. 
May the family of thy servant be blessed 
for ever with thy blessing!” (II Sam. 7: 
18-29, Moffatt Trans.) 


David in the Tabernacle 


The opening words in verse 18 call 
for special notice. Here, then, is a 
footnote from The Century Bible: 

“David . . . went in and sat before 
the Lord,’ namely, in the tent in which 
The Ark was housed in the city, or rather 
citadel, of David (6: 12, 17). The attitude 
of devotion which he assumed is not 
mentioned elsewhere in the Old Testa- 
ment. It probably consisted of ‘raising his 
head and body, and sinking backward 
upon his heels,’ which is one of the pre- 
scribed attitudes of Mohammedan wor- 
ship.” (See Hughes Dictionary of Islam, 467, 
with illustrations.) 

The more one reads and considers 
the details of this unique description 
of David in the tabernacle, the more 
vividly one realizes the intentional 
literalness of both the promise and the 
acceptance. A friend has described 
this occasion as “‘none other than David's 
most privileged private audience with the 
Most High God.” 

The last two verses of the narrative 
deserve particular notice: 

“For You, Ever-living Lord, are the

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T THE MOMENT of writing this article, the influx of 
visitors from overseas, arriving in London for the 
Coronation, is being swelled in number by the 

arrival of women and children under orders to flee from 
the land of Egypt. In spite of protests by the Naguib gov- 
ernment regarding its willingness to be held responsible 
for the safety of strangers in their midst, the British govern- 
ment — with Cairo’s Day of Horror (January 26th, 1952) 
still fresh in mind — have not felt willing to put the capa- 
bility of the new regime to the test in this respect. Hence 
the official order for the immediate withdrawal from Egypt 
of all civilians not engaged in business of vital import- 
ance. 

Since last March, the British press has exercised a com- 
mendable degree of restraint in an effort to avoid disturb- 
ing the climate of opinion in which diplomatic talks might 
continue. But talks have now broken down and it appears 
as if a miracle alone can avert an outbreak of guerilla 
warfare which has been so long threatened and prepared 
for by the Egyptians. 


Egyptians Like Samson 


An indication of the intransigent attitude of the Naguib 
military junta is evidenced by the following boast of Colonel 
Gamal Nasir, Naguib’s first lieutenant: “‘We will accept no 
bargaining about the national right to evacuation, nor any con- 
ditions by a usurper as the price of evacuation. Should the worst 
come to the worst, we will bring down the temple, like Samson, on 
our own heads and those of our enemies.”’ In his whistle-stop 
2,500-mile tour of Upper Egypt, Naguib repeated six 
times the challenge: “We pledge to bring down the walls 
which stand against our country in the international field. 
If the British will not go of their own free will, they will be forced 
to go. Evacuation or annihilation. We are ready to sacrifice every- 
thing for it.’’ Later, this message was broadcast to the 
Egyptian nation. 

Talks with Britain reached a deadlock four days before 
the arrival in Cairo of the U. S. Secretary of State, Mr. 
John Foster Dulles. Utilizing this as a psychological mo- 
ment for his strongest attack to date, Naguib spoke at the 
ceremony for Egypt’s Unknown Soldier — who died in 
the war with Israel — and, threatening a jehad, or holy 
war, declared: 


“We have washed our hands of the Anglo-Egyptian negotia- 
tions on the Suez Canal Zone. We are nearing a great battle. 
Every Egyptian should be ready for the supreme sacrifice. The 
true price of freedom is warm flowing blood.” 


The immediate reaction to this challenge was somewhat 
unexpected. For the next day in the British House of Com- 
mons, Sir Winston Churchill retorted that Britain was per- 
fectly capable of protecting her interests under the existing 
Treaty of 1936, without assistance from anyone. It ap- 
peared as if Naguib had twisted the Lion’s tail once too 
often! The reaction in Britain was one of relief and satis- 
faction that the old policy of drift at last was ended. The 
Editor of the Daily Express expressed the mood exactly 
when he declared: 
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“Churchill’s handling of the Suez question is uplifting. It re- 
verses the trend which has been bringing the Empire down in 
ruins; the trend of scuttling away from responsibility. The 
Egyptian dictator demanded that Britain should renounce un- 
conditionally all her rights in the Canal Zone. Churchill has 
curtly refused to accede to this demand and tells Naguib that, 
if this is the best formula he can produce, then Britain will not 
negotiate but will instead stand firmly on her treaty rights.” 


For students of Great Pyramid prophetic chronology it 
is interesting to observe that the treaty which the Egyptians 
have abrogated was made in 1936, which was the year in 
which, as a race, the British * people entered the King’s 
Chamber, whereas this year — during which disruption 
has reached the point of showdown — is the year 1953, 
indicated as marking the end of the King’s Chamber. 
Since August 20, 1953 is defined as marking the termina- 
tion of the South Wall of this Chamber, we may well expect 
to see the present deadlock reach its breaking point round 
about this date. Thus Antony Terry reports from Berlin: 


“Nearly 8,000 Germans, including ex-Gestapo officials and 
former generals, are training 40,000 Egyptians for a sudden blow 
against British forces in the Suez Canal Zone. They are operating 
from closely guarded camps in the Emerald Mountains district 
of Upper Egypt, and they are planning to strike this summer. 
This information was smuggled out of East Berlin by two former 
Soviet agents who fled to the West with sensational details of 
Russia’s plans for fomenting trouble in the Middle East. 


Germans in Egypt 


Any surprise which might be occasioned by such a report 
emanating from Berlin is dissipated as the account con- 
tinues: 


“In 1946, Russia formed five ‘academies’ in the Soviet Union 
and Poland, whose task was to train partisan experts picked from 
German prisoners of war, in ‘specialized’ tasks in the Middle 
East. Since then several thousand of these men have been smug- 
gled into Egypt in preparation for the blow against British 
influence there. 

“Today the operation is controlled from Moscow through a 
secret H.Q., near Berlin.” 


Meanwhile, in a personal interview with West Ger- 
many’s Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, a well-known Press 
representative, [an Colvin, sends the following dispatch: 


“One awkward question Chancellor Adenauer did not answer: 
“What are 50 German Staff Officers doing in the pay of General 
Naguib, training the Egyptian Army?’ I called on the Chancellor 
to see if he had any comment to make on an article in the Egyp- 
tian paper, Le Journl d Egypte, in which General Wilhelm 
Fahrmbacher gave a glowing account of the efficiency he is pro- 
ducing there. ‘Every time I inspect Egyptian soldiers,’ writes the 





* The term British is employed here, not in its narrow and national 
sense, but as a generic term to cover the whole Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
peoples who collectively comprise the Brith-ish, or covenant, people 
and are distinguished by their use of the Inch system of measurement 
which is related to the Sacred Hebrew Cubit. 
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General, ‘I have the impression it is German troops I am 
inspecting.’ 

“There was consternation among the German under-secre- 
taries when they saw the article. They thought the Chancellor 
would rather not comment.” 


However, in Cairo the German Embassy warned Ger- 
man officers acting as military advisers and instructors 
that the Federal Republic would regard it “‘as most unfortu- 
nate if British troops clashed with Egyptian units directed by 
German staff officers.” This was reported to General Naguib, 
who informed the head of the German Military Mission 
that “all German officers must refrain from official or other con- 
tacts with German Embassy officials while they are in Egyptian 
service.” General Fahrmbacher protested sharply, but the 
net result had been a large increase in the number of offi- 
cers asking to be released from their contracts. This is not 
due to uneasiness over the consequences of a clash so much 
as the fact that staff officers are now needed by the new 
German army and those who do not return quickly may 
be too late in the scramble for the best appointments. 

What will happen if the German Military Mission leaves 
Egypt? Such a contingency is already provided for by the 
wily Naguib who has a number of alternatives to chose 
from. It was in March that the Minister of the Interior to 
the Bonn (German) government announced that General 
Otto Remer, neo-Nazi, wanted by the German police, 
had made a successful dash for Egypt. Shortly afterwards, 
the following two apparently contradictory items of news 
comment appeared in the Daily Sketch columns (of Inside 
Information Bureau): 


*‘Guerillas, trained by former Nazi officers, have been allotted 
two camps at Abu Hammad, three miles from the British 
base, Tel el Kebir. 

“General Naguib’s military advisers, under pressure from the 
nationalists, are urging him to seek Soviet aid in the event of a 
military showdown with Britain.” 


Naguib — the Juggler 
Some light upon this otherwise somewhat extraordinary 


mix-up is shed by Sefton Delmer in the following conten- 
tion: 


‘Even the Germans who are training Naguib’s army for him; 
who have given him ‘industrial’ advisers from whom he has bor- 
rowed the old Nazi colors, black, white and red, complete with 
eagle, for the new Egypt; yes, even these most special friends are 
getting a taste of his diplomatic juggling tricks. Just in time to 
encourage the West German Trade delegation now in Cairo, 
details have leaked out of a new two-million-dollar Trade pact 
being negotiated between Naguib and the Soviet zone of Ger- 
many, which provides for the delivery of arms to Egypt from 
East Germany’s Soviet-controlled arms factories. The Egyptians 
have asked for a military mission from East Germany of 78 
officers.” 


A clue to what is going on is to be found perhaps in the 
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outburst by Colonel Gamal Nasir, who recently exclaimed: 
“Egypt will be found ready to defend her liberty against any ag- 
gressor, and for that purpose will ally herself with the Devil, if 
necessary.” It is difficult to imagine how the Nazi and Soviet 
advisers propose to sort themselves out, unless, for the pur- 
pose of opposing a common enemy, they are prepared, for 
a time, to combine together. 


The Palestine War 


In an attempt to allay fears caused by what was de- 
scribed as “Churchill’s nerve war against Egypt,’ General 
Naguib made a broadcast “mainly for the ears of the Egyptian 
people’? when he affirmed: 


‘Although committed to a struggle with the United Kingdom, 
the Egyptian government would not act without adequate prepa- 
ration and would not lead the people into a disaster like the 
Palestine war. It would choose the methods and time that best 
suited its purpose.” 


The Egyptian Minister of National Guidance, Fouad 
Galal, criticized the British Premier for taking measures 
such as “‘sending warships, paratroops and commandos, as if the 
Empire were preparing for a major war,” while the leading 
Egyptian newspaper, E/ Ahram, published “‘plans for pushing 
Imperialist forces from the Canal Zone’? (May 25th), saying: 


“The next few days will reveal the support of Arab countries 
for Egypt in her future plans. This support will be manifest in a 
manner unprecedented even during the Palestine war.” 


On the same day, in a statement to an American broad- 
casting organization, General Naguib declared: 


“British means of defense are weak. The British are closed in a 
pocket from which it will be easy to dislodge them at any chosen 
moment. Egypt must await that moment.” 


At first sight it might have caused some uneasiness when 
the 7imes correspondent in Cairo reported that telegrams 
in support of “‘Egypi’s national aspirations” were being re- 
ceived from the Shah of Persia, the Crown Prince of Saudi 
Arabia, the Prime Minister of Jordan and Prime Minister 
of Pakistan. But since Britain is already directly responsible 
for the military defense of Arab states in the Middle East, 
it appears that this pressure is being exerted as a political 
lever aimed at lifting the Arab states as an independent 
unit into the Western defense system. According to the 
Observer correspondent in Cairo, Mr. Foster Dulles made it 
clear that he supports British policy, which has no feeling 
of ill-will towards Egypt’s national aspirations but only 
concern for the security of the Middle East as a whole. 

No review of the situation in the Middle East would be 
complete without considering the key position which the 
land of Palestine occupies in this area. The Israeli state 
is still smarting from the fact that, since the end of the 
Palestine war, the Egyptians have continued to deny 
Israeli shipping access to the Suez Canal on the grounds 
that, from the Egyptian standpoint, the war is still on. As 
the Observer correspondent in Tel Aviv put it: 


“Mr. Ben Gurion, the Israeli Prime Minister, emphasized to 
Mr. John Foster Dulles: 7) that the handing over to the Egyptians 
of British military bases in the Suez area would be a move of es- 
sential concern to Israel; 2) that no Middle East defense organi- 
zation is possible without taking Israel into consideration; 3) 
that Israel’s high standard of technical ‘know how’ has made her 
Air Force and her industrial assembly plants the finest and largest 
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in this region; 4) that free and unhampered navigation through 
the Suez Canal should be given by Egypt to Israeli shipping. 


On May 25th, however, Mr. Ben Gurion found himself 
faced with the resignation of the right-wing General Zion- 
ist party from his coalition government, after his own party, 
the Mapai (the largest single party in the coalition), had 
decided that the Red Flag could be flown and the Jnter- 
national sung on May Day and on special Trade Union 
holidays. As the Times correspondent in Jerusalem com- 
ments: 


“Mr. Ben Gurion will discuss the ministerial resignations at a 
cabinet meeting. A serious crisis just now, with loan negotiations 
on foot in the United States, with unemployment rising, and with 
tension along the Israel frontiers, might have unfortunate effects 
both at home and abroad — especially as the Red Flag issue 
lends itself to misinterpretation.” 


Africa 
Truly it makes a fantastic picture as we look at the con- 
fusing forces which swirl and bubble in this boiling caul- 
dron. Describing the attacks by the Mau Mau in Kenya 
recently, a British M.P. declared in the House of Com- 
mons: 


“Anyone who had been concerned with Commando organiza- 
tion would realize the difficulty of bringing three converging 
columns to a perfectly synchronized attack. This operation on a 
military scale argued a highly competent central direction and 
planning.” 


It is not generally known that the reason why Mau Mau 
terrorists have had such a subtle influence over the 
Kikuyu tribes is that the witch doctors were agitators who 
had been trained in Moscow. It is not without significance 
that Dedan Kimathi, commander in the field of the Mau 
Mau army, is known as “General Russia.”” Meanwhile, 
behind the scenes, Moscow continues to smile its enig- 
matical smile, like the Sphinx. 

Readers of this article, who recall a previous reference in 
Month by Month to Russian submarines carrying African 
Communist agents and operating on the East and West 
African coasts, may be interested to learn that, according 
to a subsequent Inside Information Bureau report: 


“Top security clamp has been ordered in Australia and Africa 
on all news and radio reports about ‘foreign’ submarines which 
are sighted off their coasts.” 


Another report from the same authentic source shows 
that the potential nature of this threat is no idle one: 


“Russian submarines in the Baltic are experimenting with 
rockets of the V-1 type fired from submarines when partially 
surfaced.” 


It was Adolf Hitler who boasted in 1940, saying: ‘‘ 7 here 
are no more islands.” There is a sense in which it is true to say 
that the advent of air power has meant the end of the in- 
vulnerability formerly enjoyed by isolated areas. This new 
development, combining the mobility of air and sea, 
means that coastal regions everywhere are vulnerable to 
assault by a hidden enemy lurking in the depths hundreds 
of miles away from the mainland. 


Hiding in the Hills 


All these terrifying developments are rapidly bringing 
about a transformation of the scenery on the Stage of 
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World Events in conformity to the descriptions of the End 
of the Age as delineated in the Apocalyptic Scriptures. 
Thus, students of prophecy feel no surprise when they see 
sensational headlines in the press, such as: “‘ Warships can 
hide in the hills,’? accompanied by the following announce- 
ment: 


“Sweden can hide her navy in atom bomb-proof harbors built 
in the mountains along the Baltic coast. It is also building the 
world’s biggest civilian shelter to protect 20,000 people — with 
air bases and factories — all beneath the mountains.” 


Another report states: 


“Submarine pens and docks, excavated from the mountains 
near Stockholm, are being developed by the Swedish govern- 
ment.” 


The words of our Lord, ‘‘ Then let them which be in Fudaea 
flee into the mountains,” which followed His reference to the 
Abomination That Maketh Desolate, are seen now to have a 
global significance beyond the confines of the land of 
Palestine. ‘Today the world is burrowing. To seek safety 
in the mountains has become a world-wide activity from 
Scandinavia to Siberia. Thus, Preview reports unprece- 
dented activities in Russia’s plans for militarizing the 
Arctic: 

“Intelligence agents and reconnaissance patrols have pin- 
pointed new Soviet airfields at Anadyr, Chukotsk, Uelkal, Am- 
barchik and Kasardnok (formerly known as Siberian E. Cape) 
with runways 1% miles long. Subterranean fortifications are 
being hewed into the rock of the old naval base of Chukotsk. The 
East Siberian railway net is being extended and improved ir- 
respective of costs and effort, and 3,500 miles of new track are 
under construction. Thousands of serfs have been engaged in the 
task of completing the double-track railway between Chita and 
Chukotsk (Bering Strait). Nowhere in Russia is there so much 
rail-laying in progress as in the northeastern parts of Siberia. 

*‘Ramps for rockets have been set up on Cape Dezhnev and 
along the Kamchatka peninsula. The U. S. has responded by 
holding large maneuvers on the Seward Peninsula.” 


The Editor of Preview reminds us that one of the last 
acts of Stalin was to appoint General Shtemenko to high 
command at Anadyr, and draws the conclusion that, be- 
cause Shtemenko is a “desk”? General without a great 
deal of front-line experience, “‘it is a pointer that the Soviets 
have no intention of conquering the American Continent from their 
large Siberian bases.” It is hardly likely, however, that UV. S. 
military strategists will ‘“‘buy that one.” The appointment 
might be a blind! Also, as Ezekiel’s prophecy indicates, 
*‘and evil thought’’ is due to come into the mind of the rulers 
of Russia ‘‘at the same time” as the swift descent is made on 
the Middle East ‘‘/ike a cloud to cover the land.’? Because a 
boxer leads with his right, it does not mean he will not 
strike with his left. The tempo of modern war is too swift 
to allow for any sense of false security, since a front is no 
longer a straight line but the periphery of a circle. 

Scandinavia may seem a far cry from Alaska, just as 
Korea is a far cry from Kenya. Yet, at various points along 
the arc of this great circle, the rulers of the Kremlin are 
making their preliminary thrusts, of which the Korean war 
is the epicentre and the probing operations in Malaya, 
Indo-China and Kenya are threats of secondary severity. 

The unique position of Kenya in this set-up may yet 
prove to be of outstanding significance, if the views of Mr. 
David Davidson, expressed in a Memorandum prepared 
for the War Office in 1926, prove to be justified by the final 
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event. Not all commentators agree with Davidson in this 
particular respect. But there is always room for a variation 
of opinion among those whose task it is to expound on the 
trend of prophetic developments and bring to bear on this 
theme an intelligent anticipation of events. In the ultimate 
result, events themselves prove to be the true interpreters, 
since there is nothing more decisive than the event. 


A Flaming Signal 


Thus, Mr. Davidson, in a series of reasoned arguments 
too detailed to reproduce in these columns, expressed the 
view that “‘the land shadowing with wings, which is beyond the 
rivers of Ethiopia” (Isa. 18: 1) could be identified with Kenya 
and that students of prophecy, with this possibility in view, 
should watch for the sign or signal indicated in verse 3, 
by the dramatic proclamation: 

**All ye inhabitants of the world, and dwellers on the earth, 
see ye, when he lifteth up an ensign on the mountains; and when 
he bloweth a trumpet, hear ye.” 


Has anything occurred in Kenya which could possibly 
be linked up with this lifting up of an ensign? It certainly 
has, but the significance of the event, and of the develop- 
ments which followed it, have so far remained unnoticed. 

It was in Kenya that Princess Elizabeth was informed of 
the death of her father, and she became Queen immedi- 
ately following the death of the King, so that for the first 
time in history a British Sovereign acceded to the Throne 
of David while on the soil of Africa. Arriving at Nairobi as 
“the King’s daughter,” she returned by air from Enteebe 
seven days later, flying the Royal Standard and being 
greeted officially on arrival in London as: “‘Queen Elizabeth 
the Second, by the Grace of God, Queen of this Realm and of her 
other Realms and Territories, Head of the Commonwealth, De- 
Fender of the Faith.” 

Other significant developments are coming to birth in 
this region of the Equatorial Lakes of Africa, where the 
foundations are being laid for the emergence of an Eighth 
Dominion, ultimately destined to include Kenya, Tangan- 
yika and Uganda, as well as the territories now coming

‘The world is watching during this Coro- 
nation Year to see whether the strength and glory have really 
departed from these Islands, or whether there is a chance that 
the great stabilizing and progressive element which Britain 
represents is still a force to be reckoned with. 

“That is why the decision to create the Federated State of 
Central Africa is a matter of such significance. This new State 
will fulfill a vital strategic need as a bastion against extremism 
from north and south and provide unsurpassed opportunities for 
the resurgent spirit of Britain. 

** But more than that, it will be a flaming signal to our friends and to our 
enemies that the dreary process of procrastination and retreat is ended, and 
that the new Elizabethan Age has begun in earnest.” 


That the process of what Mr. David Davidson calls 
“‘the ingathering of dispersed Israel,” which forms the theme 
of Isaiah’s prediction, should be linked up with a New Era 
in the unfolding destiny of the Throne of David is not 
surprising.

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The Test of Inspiration 


David did not spiritualize this pre- 
diction-blessing; it was very real and 
literal to him, and he accepted it 
without reservation. Was David justi- 
fied in his act of faith? How can it be 
proven that Nathan’s message was, in 
very truth, the word of the Lord? The 
Scriptures state: 

‘And it came to pass that night, that the 
word of the Lord came unto Nathan.” 
(II Sam. 7: 4.) 


We turn to the Mosaic test of the 
inspiration of such a promise, with its 
claim to be “tthe word of the Lord’’: 


“If you say to yourselves, ‘How can we 
know what word has not been uttered 
by the Eternal?’ — Should the prediction 
of a prophet, speaking as from the Eternal, 
be not fulfilled, should the thing never 
happen, then that is a word which the 
Eternal never uttered: the prophet dared 
to utter it in his presumption, and you 


need not be afraid of him.” (Deut. 18: 
21-22, Moffatt Trans.) 


So, then, the Biblical test to prove 
the inspiration of a prophecy is the ful- 
fillment of the terms of the prophecy. 


The Challenge 


In David’s prayer in the Tabernacle, 
there was a respectful, but none the 
less definite, challenge to God to fulfill 
His promise. David put the onus upon 
Jehovah to bring all this to pass 
throughout the ages. 


The Fulfillment 


The Davidic line of kings in 
Jerusalem continued until the reign 
of Zedekiah, who died in Babylon.

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Disaster in the Divine Plan 





HEN THE Spanish Fleet, desig- 
Wy nated the Invincible Armada, 
set sail in 1588 to conquer 
England, it was shattered by a series of 
storms. Only a few battered ships made 
their way back to Spain. Queen Eliza- 
beth I acknowledged God’s interven- 
tion and commemorated it with a 
medal bearing the word “‘Jehovah” in 
Hebrew, and under it a Latin inscrip- 
tion meaning, “He blew, and they 
were scattered.” 

From the crossing of the Red Sea 
in the days of Moses on down to the 
present time, the annals of ancient 
Israel, and likewise those of modern 
Israel, are replete with instances of 
God’s protection in various emergen- 
cies. Nature’s power has come to our 
rescue in many critical and decisive 
moments. A remarkable incident which 
took place during the first World War 
will serve as an illustration. The Ger- 
man high command had decided to use 
poison gas in an important battle. 
They made careful preparations for the 
attack, then waited until the wind was 
right and released the gas. Immedi- 
ately the wind changed its direction 
and hurled the deadly fumes back 
over the astonished German soldiers. 
Truly the winds and waves obey His 
will! 

We accept these evidences of Divine 
aid with more or less gratitude. If the 
winds blow for us, we think little 
about them and ask no questions; but 
if the winds are adverse, then we begin 
to question and demand an explana- 
tion. 

This is being written in the wake 
of an unprecedented series of torna- 
does which began on May 9. Within 
three days’ time twenty or more tor- 
nadoes lashed through Midwestern 
states all the way from Minnesota and 
Wisconsin to Texas, leaving an ap- 
palling loss of life and property. Two 
Texas towns took the brunt of the 
fierce winds. San Angelo, known as 
the sheep-raising “capital” of the 
West, with a population of more 
than 50,000, was struck first; its casual- 
ties include ten dead, over one hun- 
dred injured, and about three hundred 
homes completely destroyed. On the 
same afternoon, only two hours later, 
Waco was dealt a cruel blow, in which 
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113 persons lost their lives and 500 
were injured. Waco, well-known as 
the home of Baylor University, was 
stunned by the first tornado in its his- 
tory of 104 years. 

No doubt many people in the devas- 
tated areas are asking, ‘““Why has this 
terrible thing befallen us? If there is 
a God of goodness and love, why did 
He let it happen?” There are those 
who wonder also if such calamities 
indicate Divine judgment upon the 
individual victims of the disasters. 
Jesus had something to say which will 
help us at this point. In Luke 13: 1-5, 
we read: 


“There were present at that season 
some that told him of the Galileans, whose 
blood Pilate had mingled with their sacri- 
fices. And Jesus answering said unto them, 
Suppose ye that these Galileans were sin- 
ners above all the Galileans, because they 
suffered such things? I tell you, Nay: but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish. Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think 
ye that they were sinners above all men 
that dwelt in Jerusalem? I tell you, Nay: 
but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish.” 


Here the teaching is clear that the 
victims of the recent storms were not 
sinners above all the inhabitants in 
their respective cities and _ states. 
What, then, do such disasters indi- 
cate? Since we are led to believe that 
God allows none of these things to 
happen unless they accomplish some 
purpose of His, we should look for the 
cause, some evidence of Divine intent 
when major disasters occur. 

An editorial in The National Message 
deals with the hurricanes which swept 
the North Sea coasts of the British Isles 
early this year. After pointing out that 
these calamities must not be regarded 
as evidence of individual judgment 
against the victims, the editor goes 
on to say: 


**At the same time, is it not reasonable 
to believe that such catastrophes as we 
have recently witnessed have some na- 
tional significance? ‘Time and time again 
in our history, in days of war, when the 
nation has been threatened with defeat 
before the forces of evil aggressors, the 
winds and waves have wrought with us, 
and these events have been acclaimed as 
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‘the Hand of God in British history.’ 
Should we not, then, in time of peace, 
regard such disasters as a chastisement of 
the nation which has largely forgotten 
what it owes to the mercy of God and is, in 
consequence, blind to His increasing 
light.” (Feb. 21, 1953.) 


That these catastrophes have some 
national significance is borne out by 
this statement in Jeremiah 10: 10: 


‘But the Lord is the true God, he is the 
living God, and an everlasting king: at his 
wrath the earth shall tremble, and the na- 
tions shall not be able to abide his in- 
dignation.” 


According to the prophet, the nation 
as a whole has brought on Divine 
wrath and chastisement because it re- 
fuses the counsel and leadership of 
God. Verse 13 of the same chapter is 
interesting in this connection because 
it indicates God’s use of the elements 
in dealing with the nations. 


*“‘When he uttereth his voice, there is 
a multitude of waters in the heavens, and 
he causeth the vapours to ascend from the 
ends of the earth; he maketh lightnings 
with rain, and bringeth forth the wind out 
of his treasures.” 


Experience is in agreement with the 
Scriptures that there is a direct rela- 
tionship between the activities of 
natural forces and human behavior. 
The Bible plainly shows that God uses 
the weather, wars and earthquakes to 
apply sanctions against His people 
when they disobey His commands. Old 
Testament history relates the frequent 
use of sanctions against the Israelites 
in the days preceding their captivity. 
Disaster is one of God’s methods to 
warn us of danger ahead. It comes 
not to punish a few families here and 
there — but to awaken us collectively 
— so that we might be led to repent- 
ance toward God and obedience to 
the expressed will of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. What has happened to parts of 
cities in the recent tornadoes can hap- 
pen to whole cities anywhere, either 
by more furious winds, by earth- 
quakes, or by bombings in time of war. 
Suppose you that the storm sufferers 
were sinners above all others? “I tell 
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you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” 

In a sense we are all responsible. 
There is sin in the camp of Israel. 
Therefore, cleansing must come before 
blessing and victory. Perhaps the 
greatest sin among Christians today is 
their refusal to recognize Christ as 
King of the nations. The church gen- 
erally has ruled out His coming king- 
ship on earth and the idea is treated 
with contempt. Thus we find betrayal 
of Christ in the leadership of our 
churches. This blindness to truth is 
reflected in the affairs of state where 
suicidal domestic and foreign policies 
threaten our survival as a free sover- 
eign Republic. We are all guilty to the 
extent that we depend upon the plans 
of men to save us without seeking 
God’s course for the nation. Too many 
leaders in the church, in education, in 
government, are determined to set the 
world right without consulting the 
Divine plan. Men still believe that 
they can reach the goal of world 
peace apart from the Prince of Peace. 
Sanctions against us will become more 
and more severe until the nation, as a 
whole, changes its course. 

In God’s over-all plan, He does not 
forget the individual. Eventually every 
stricken family in the storm areas will 
come to realize blessings that other- 
wise would have been missed. After 
the winds had swept away most of the 
little town of Hebron, Nebraska, a 
florist stood looking at a pile of broken 
glass — all that was left of his green- 
houses. He commented: “‘We’re happy 
it turned out this well. Things are a 
mess, but, nevertheless, it’s a miracle.” 
Others too will see the miracles as the 
days and months pass by and, sooner 
or later, they will understand how the 
Father has used them to His glory — 
and their good. 

Once Jesus walked along the way 
and saw a man who had been blind 
from his birth. Now it is no small ca- 
lamity to be born blind. The disciples 
asked, ‘‘Master, who did sin, this man, 
or his parents?”’ Jesus replied, ‘Neither 
hath this man sinned, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him” (John 9: 1-3). 
That was done, of course, when the 
Lord restored the man’s sight. 

When Martha and Mary were dis- 
tressed by the death of Lazarus, Jesus 
said, ““Thy brother shall rise again. 
. . . Said I not unto thee, that, if 
thou wouldest believe, thou shouldest 
see the glory of God” (John 11: 23, 
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40). And so it is in every disaster. 
Those who believe and obey, what- 
ever the loss or trial, shall see the glory 
of God — and be satisfied. 

Another by-product of disaster is 
the salutary effect it has on peoplejnear 
and far who are not personally in- 
volved in the dire consequences. 'Edi- 
torial writer and columnist of The 
Dallas News, Lynn Landrum, called 
attention to this phase in his column 
which appeared shortly after the trag- 
edy. We quote his verse at the begin- 
ning and follow with a portion of the 
comment: 


“Tremendous catastrophe mocks 
The questioning, sorrowing heart; 
But even as tragedy knocks 
The fountains of sympathy start. 


The goodness of even the bad 
So conquers that evil is hushed, 
And strangers as brothers are glad 
To share with the stricken and crushed. 


“The understanding of man is not equal 
to the inscrutable harshness of nature. . . . 
We can only bow our heads, confess our 
helplessness and mingle our tears with all 
who mourn and are in distress. But the 
heart is wiser than the head in all such 
matters. For it is the heart that quickens us 
to tireless deeds of mercy when disaster 
strikes. To the heart, the distress of our 
neighboring cities presents, not a question, 
but an opportunity. 

“Indeed, it is inspiring to read of the 
multitude of incidents that prove the 
thoughtfulness and utter unselfishness of 
the thousands of unknown and little 
people who give of their slim means, with- 
out reckoning and without recompense. A 
baker offers thousands of doughnuts, a 
nameless donor brings a load of new 
crutches, a trucker hauls in work gloves, 


another brings flashlights, and long lines of 
Texans offer their blood, thinking that 
there will be need of that, too. 

“Generosity is in floodtide in Texas 
now. Sinners are as openhanded as the 
saints. When scores are dead and hundreds 
homeless, men do not stop to ask who is 
righteous and who is not. Surely it is 
better so, and surely, in giving without 
thought of recognition or reward, all of us 
come a small distance nearer the righteous- 
ness that God would ask of us all. After all, 
there is no deep theology about sheer good- 
ness of heart toward brethren in need. 
In times like these charity comes back into 
its former warmth and brotherly kindness, 
and pity and love work their gentle work 
of compassion. 


One can hardly think of trouble 
without remembering Job. The match- 
less Biblical drama that bears his name 
is the story of a man who faced the 
whole array of life’s adverse winds — 
and won. He lost his worldly posses- 
sions. He lost his children in a tornado. 
On a day when his sons and daughters 
were feasting in their eldest brother’s 
home, “behold, there came a great 
wind from the wilderness,’? which de- 
stroyed the house and killed them all. 
Only one servant escaped to tell Job 
the sad story. Next Job was smitten 
with an unbearable bodily affliction; 
and was then tormented in his suffer- 
ings by a foolish wife, who urged him 
to “curse God, and die.” Yet, despite 
all this, the name of Job lives today to 
demonstrate the triumph of man’s 
faith in the goodness, wisdom and love 
of God. ;,

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to the female branch. This was be- 
cause of the judgment rendered under 
the law by the Lord in the case of the 
inheritance of the daughters of Zelo- 
phehad (Num.

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London, June 71 (By CABLE) 
FTER PRESIDENT Ejisenhower’s speech in reply to 
A Russia’s change of tactics, the first signs were 
favorable. Sir Winston Churchill’s speech, which 
seemed to support Eisenhower, was accorded the approval 
of informed opinion. Mr. Dulles’ follow-up, though criti- 
cized in many European political circles, likewise had ex- 
pert approval. From that moment until now, the position 
has become more and more confused. It is now chaotic. 
Russia has regained some lost ground and, once again, has 
the initiative. What happened? In Britain a very powerful 
school of thought, led by The Times, The Manchester Guard- 
ian, The Observer and The Beaverbrook Press, and backed 
by most of the Socialist Party, got to work and has had a 
notable success. Most Conservative back bench M.P.s and 
the Conservative rank and file in the country failed to 
realize either what was happening or its consequences. 

Most experts believe that the only way to get peace is to 
be tough. Russia and China must be confronted with 
terms: disarmament under control and inspection; with- 
drawal from the satellite states and Korea; abandonment of 
all military operations in Southeast Asia; and stoppage of 
subversive activities in Africa, the Middle East, and else- 
where. Anything short of that would, in expert eyes, lead 
to a greater and not a lesser danger of general war in condi- 
tions very unfavorable to the Western Powers. 

The whole situation is complicated by the fact that 
America, which is convinced that NATO should be tough 
with Russia and Red China, thinks we should be gentle 
with the nationalist movements of the Middle East and 
North Africa — the very areas where Britain and France 
think NATO should be tough. The American Administra- 
tion is right about the approach to the Communist ques- 
tion; viz., that only toughness offers a chance of peace. 
America is wrong about the Middle East and North Africa 
— where she is friendly to forces which are anti-NATO 
and have dangerous connections with Russia. 

The overriding conclusion we have reached is, however, 
that the chance of pushing Russia back into her proper con- 
text — which we have reason to believe existed just after 
Stalin’s death, at a moment when the Soviet régime was 
off balance — has been lessened. Thus, the hopes which 
existed at the time of our last month’s report have, in our 
considered opinion, somewhat faded and could be revived 
only if a wholly remarkable change occurred in European 
public opinion. This is now improbable, though not im- 
possible. Many experts cling to the conviction that had 
Europe at once re-echoed Eisenhower’s policy, great events 
might have followed. If America, under Mr. Truman, had 
fully backed Britain in the Middle East, instead of giving 
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great encouragement to insurgent forces there, which have 
extremely dangerous associations, the entire world situa- 
tion might have been very powerfully affected. 

Anglo-American cordiality is essential to peace. Much 
good may come from a clearer understanding of the cause 
of the present disagreements. Few people in Europe realize 
the causes of the powerful anti-Communist surge in 
America. First, there is a very big religious awakening; 
churches are crowded; immense sums are being devoted to 
religious work of all kinds; thousands of radio and televi- 
sion programs are sponsored for these purposes; an im- 
mense volume of literature is in circulation; while thou- 
sands are being influenced by powerful, old-fashioned 
revival movements. 

Secondly, America has been profoundly shocked by 
startling revelations of which the rest of the world still 
seems to be in ignorance. Seven months before Japan’s 
final surrender, she was ready to capitulate. President 
Roosevelt was persuaded by pro-Russian advisers to refuse 
Japan’s readiness to surrender, because Russia wished the 
struggle to continue — looking to the rise of Communism 
in China and great territorial gains. 

Persons close to the President persuaded him to permit 
Russia to enter the Far Eastern war only five days before 
Japan’s surrender. As a result, Russia gained immense 
territories without cost and put herself into a position to 
cause the whole wretched Korean war. President Roose- 
velt, attended only by Alger Hiss (now in prison as a Rus- 
sian agent), made this concession to Stalin against the 
advice of Admirals Leahy, King, Nimitz and General 
MacArthur. He accepted only the advice of Hiss and 
other pro-Communists. If this were not now a proven fact, 
no one would believe it possible. Persons now known to 
have forced themselves into positions of advisers to the 
State Department and the White House had been in cor- 
respondence with Soviet officials and working under 
Soviet direction. 

All these facts and many more are now proved and docu- 
mented. It can hardly be wondered at that the American 
public has reacted, since the cost of the betrayal has been 
the rise of Red China, the Korean war, loss of great areas 
of Southeast Asia and the threat of a third world war. 
Nor can it be wondered at that the American public is now 
afraid lest worse befall. It is natural that there is a mood of 
extreme vigilance. 

Eisenhower, while a serving soldier, did not know all 
that he now knows. As President, he has been able to see 
the whole shocking story in full documentary form. Being 
an honest man, he has reacted to the facts just as the 
American public has. Anyone who thinks this tide can be 
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turned is making a mistake. It is in full flood and will, in 
our opinion, sweep on. The guilty parties and their friends 
are still trying to sneer at it or laugh it all off and, in this, 
they have some support outside America — but almost 
none at home, 

The basic reason why Britain is out of humor with 
America is that she has not yet experienced the same sense 
of awakening over Communism. The nation, as a whole, 
has no sense of urgency. It just shrugs its shoulders and 
tries to avoid thinking about such things. Indeed, the pub- 
lic, as a whole, passes by the great issues of the day as it 
passes by someone else’s funeral — with indifference or, at 
the most, polite regret. Britain is neither experiencing the 
religious fervor so widespread in America, nor is she fully 
aware of all the implications of the Communist question. 
She does not realize her economic problems, nor will she 
admit that the world is on the verge of the supreme struggle 
of recorded history. She is dormant — all except a minor- 
ity which is in great anxiety. How long it will be before the 
awakening comes, none can say. It may come suddenly. 
There is, as yet, no sign of it; indeed, less sign than five or six 
years ago. But all this will continue until Britain experi- 
ences a revolution in thinking and that will be caused only 
by a nation-wide religious awakening or by world events 
of great force; very likely by a combination of both. 

The American Administration is striving to get Euro- 
pean opinion to support its views; the British Government 
is trying to get American opinion to be more sympathetic 
to its views. In our view, only events will bring the two 
points of view together; and, on the whole, neither Euro- 
pean nor American opinion will ever see eye to eye until 
the great debate as to whether the Reds mean peace or 
further aggression is resolved by events. 

It is to be noted that, in the opinion of certain Russian 
experts, Malenkov has failed to consolidate his position. 
Some reports even go so far as to say that he is now a virtual 
prisoner of Molotov, Beria and Voroshilov. It is also known 
that Molotov and Voroshilov were strongly opposed to any 
peace with the West. They believed in early and “‘decisive”’ 
aggression. Bulganin and others did not. Malenkov tried 
his hand at a compromise policy. There is every reason to 
believe he has failed to carry Molotov and Co. with him. 
Molotov argues that refusal to make concessions to the 
West now, followed by an early military decision, will con- 
solidate the leadership of his group and make Russia and 
China masters of the entire world. The immediate Molotov 
plan would be continued hot war in Asia; very tough cold 
war in Europe; revolt in Africa; and, finally, at no distant 
date, a Pearl Harbor. It remains to be confirmed whether 
— as some observers insist — Molotov has virtually over- 
thrown Malenkov and his supporters; or whether there is 
still an uneasy balance, with Malenkov attempting to con- 
tinue his own policy of tactical compromises. Bulganin, 
unlike Molotov, leans towards time-gaining tactics. Al- 
though this appears closer to recent Soviet tactics, some ob- 
servers, nevertheless, consider Bulganin to be highly dan- 
gerous to Malenkov. 

Without the African base, NATO could not fight a war 
with Russia and China, should they one day offer a direct 
challenge. It is for this very reason that the Soviet Union is 
planning to create revolt throughout that vast and vital 
continent. Moreover, without Africa, the economics of 
both America and Britain would be put in jeopardy. An 
important part of the nationalist movement throughout 
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Africa is inspired, organized and paid for by Communist 
agencies. In the meantime, powerful voices are raised in 
London to silence all warnings. Warnings about the rise of 
Mau Mau were ignored. Great weakness has been shown 
in the Gold Coast, Nigeria, and elsewhere. Little is being 
done to prepare against an attempted continent-wide 
revolt. The late Socialist Government at home in London 
was warned over and over again about the dangers in 
Kenya — result nil. The present Government and NATO 
are now being warned that, following the completion of 
the present phase of Communist activity in Southeast 
Asia, a movement akin to, and linked with, Mau Mau is 
likely to threaten large parts of the African continent. 

It is already clear that both Indian Communists and 
Russia are playing the lead. The main nerve center for sub- 
versive activity is in Ethiopia — a fact to which the British 
authorities do not yet seem to have awakened. There are 
some signs, moreover, that Mau Mau has certain links with 
Negro circles in the United States. Full details of these links 
have not yet been discovered — only signs that they exist. 
Unless the NATO Powers at once awaken to the dangers 
and make all the necessary arrangements to destroy this 
movement and its associated projects, we shall have an 
extensive African problem on our hands before long. 

All these moves in the direction of general insurrection 
will be accelerated if Britain leaves the Suez Canal Zone, 
although African Communist leaders would like Russia to 
show her hand more openly before they irrevocably com- 
mit themselves to such action. The South African authori- 
ties have precise intelligence reports of a definite connec- 
tion between the possibility of British withdrawal from the 
Canal Zone and Communist insurrection plans in other 
parts of Africa. The authorities in the Union also have in- 
formation that South African Indians are using a secret 
radio transmitter for communication with India. (The 
same thing is happening in Kenya.) 

Arms are reaching non-Europeans in South Africa. It is 
thought that unidentified submarines seen off the east coast 
have something to do with this. The need for action is, 
therefore, urgent and pressing. Vast economic development 
must be launched; subversive activity must be stopped. 
North Africa must not be abandoned — particularly the 
Canal Zone. If it is, the entire continent and all NATO 
strategic planning will be endangered. Let no one mistake 
the gravity of this issue. 

The espionage ring in Western Germany; the Berlin 
espionage affair; atomic espionage activities in New Mex- 
ico; the recently discovered spy ring in Switzerland; and, 
the big spy network in Israel; all these have been organized 
from Prague. In a castle near Prague, about 300 young 
Asiatics — mostly Koreans and Chinese — are undergoing 
training. They are taught in their own languages, but 
some speak Russian and all are taught English. Some have 
courses in French and German. As their activities will be 
in the Far East, it is difficult to know why they have been 
sent to Prague. But they are there.

A Date Long Awaited 


S WE ENTER the month of August, we are cognizant 
of a strongly marked date in the Great Pyramid 
and Bible time measures that is about to expire: 

August 19-20, 1953. The subject being one of special inter- 
est, we propose to devote a whole article to its considera- 
tion. For readers not well versed in these matters a brief 
explanation at the outset may prove helpful as to the 
basis of Great Pyramid chronology and where in its time 
schedule this important date occurs. 

Bible prophetic periods and Great Pyramid measure- 
ments have much in common. Both have a year scale, of 
which, in the case of the Bible, a ““day”’ represents a year 
and in the Great Pyramid an “inch” stands for a year. 
Both have an enlarged scale, for reference at the end of 
the age, in which in the Bible, a “‘day” stands for a day, 
and in the Great Pyramid an “‘inch” stands for 30 days. 
It is with this larger scale that we are here concerned. 
Both systems in the main are astronomical and are based 
on the solar year of 365.242 days, and to a lesser extent on 
the lunar year. The Great Pyramid measurements are 
comprised of the year-circle and its constants; that is to 
say, a circle as follows: 

365.242 inches in circumference 
91.31 inches quadrant 


58.13 inches radius 
116.26 inches diameter 


This will be apparent from the diagram below, which 
represents in sectional outline the end of the Great Pyra- 
mid’s passage system. Here, at a step — known as the 
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Great Step — the ascending floor ends and a horizontal 
floor begins, along which is reached a short Low Passage; 
then the Antechamber, as it is called, with its Granite 
Leaf; and then a Second Low Passage leading to the 
King’s Chamber. It is along this horizontal floor that the 
enlarged inch-30-day scale at present operates. 
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The Great Pyramid’s unit of measurement is almost 
the equivalent of our inch; so close are the two in fact 
that the Great Pyramid inch equals 1.0011 of the British 
inch. 

Glance now at the above measurements. The length of 
the Antechamber measures 116.26 Pyr. inches; from the 
center line of the Antechamber to the far end of the 
King’s Chamber is 365.242 Pyr. inches; from the face of 
the Great Step -to the outer edge of the Granite Leaf is 
91.3 plus 58.13 Pyr. inches; while from the latter point 
to the entrance of the Antechamber is 36.524 Pyr. inches. 
Hence, the whole of this horizontal floor line from end to 
end is made up of year-circle measurements which, in 
total length, represent 536.289 Pyr. inches. Or, in terms 
of days, 536.289 x 30 = 16,089 days. 

Against the wall of the Antechamber is a square Granite 
Wainscot the base of which measures approximately 
103.033 Pyr. inches. This, in area, is equal to the area of 
a circle 365.242 Pyr. inches in circumference. Now this 
square root value, 103.033, is the basis of King’s Chamber 
measurements.

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The reader may wonder how close the above intentional 
measurements are to the actual. The late Sir Flinders Petrie 
carried out a most exhaustive survey of the Great Pyramid, 
with instruments of extreme accuracy, and his findings 
were published in a book entitled The Pyramids and Temples 
of Gizeh. Comparing the above intentional measurements 
with the actual ones taken by him and recorded in this 
book, we find they are in close agreement, that variations, 
in fact, are seldom more than a fraction of an inch. 

The suggestion that the Great Pyramid passages have a 
chronological significance was first made some seventy to 
eighty years ago. It was not until 1921, however, that the 
key to unlocking this chronology, and its exact scientific 
basis, was discovered by Mr. David Davidson. 
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Noticing that the astronomical data necessary for cal- 
culation existed in the Great Pyramid itself, Mr. Davidson 
applied himself to the problem and in due course was able 
to establish by six independent mathematical proofs a 
datum for the ascending inch-year scale. Actually, this was 
midnight ending January 25, 1844 as the foot of the Great 
Step. Projecting this sloping passage line downwards to 
where it meets the face of the Great Pyramid revealed the 
zero of this scale to be midnight, the Autumn Equinox, 4000 
B.c. Projecting it upwards to where it meets the center 
line of the Granite Leaf of the Antechamber revealed its 
terminal to be September 17, 2007 a.v. The “tie-in” point, 
or point of intersection, of this ascending inch-year line 
with the horizontal inch-month line was found to be 
August 4-5, 1914, the commencement of the First Low 
Passage, which date coincided, of course, with Britain’s 
entry into World War I. 
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With August 4—5, 1914 thus fixed as the datum of the 
horizontal inch-month line, it was an easy matter to 
complete its datings, those of its main constructional 
points being as follows:

When the Great Pyramid’s inch-month scale was first 
brought to our notice several years ago, we treated it, as 
so many do, with a great deal of suspicion — a subject 
not worth wasting time upon. Then we made the discov- 
ery that, although entirely independent of each other, 
Bible and Great Pyramid systems synchronize perfectly.

1335 (Dan. 12: 12) Signifying: Blessedness 
666 (Rev. 13: 18) Signifying: The Beast 


666 (I Kings 10: 14) Signifying: Gold 


As most readers are aware, these are now functioning as 
time-factors in current history and occur as periods and 
multiple periods of days. 

Numbers have a language of their own. Three and seven 
speak of completion; so does ten, while twelve applies to 
completion in regard to rule or government. 

It was after Israel had marched seven times around 
Jericho that its walls fell; after Naaman had dipped seven 
time in Jordan that he was cleansed. Israel was liberated 
after ten plagues had fallen upon Egypt. Ten is also asso- 
ciated with cleansing. All sacrifices offered to God in the 
Temple were first washed, ten lavers being provided for 
this purpose. And the priests themselves had to wash in a 
bath ten cubits in diameter. Twelve signs of the Zodiac, 
completing the circle of the heavens, govern the year. 
There were twelve tribes of Israel, twelve apostles, and it is 
significant that in Revelation twelve is the number asso- 
ciated with the New Jerusalem. 

Applying this rule, seven times 1260 days would indicate 
a complete period; seven times 2300 days, or ten times 2300 
days, periods of complete cleansing; ten times 1335 days, 
a period leading to full blessedness; and so on. 

Observe now how such periods interlock with measure- 
ments of the Great Pyramid. 

7) In Diagram III, the point of intersection of the inch- 
year ascending line with the horizontal inch-month line 
is shown to be August 4—5, 1914 a.p., and the terminal 
date of the inch-year ascending line to be September 17, 
2001 a.p. The interval between these two dates is pre- 
cisely 37,820 days, which, in terms of the day-periods, 
represents 7 times 1260 plus 10 times 2300 days. 

Already the first section has been fulfilled by events, for 
seven times 1260 days from August 4-5, 1914, when 
Britain’s last word to Germany brought war, ended Sep- 
tember 27-28, 1938, when Britain’s “last word”’ to Hitler 
brought appeasement at Munich:

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3) According to our Lord, two main signs, warning that 
the closing epoch of the age had been entered, would be 
—a world war, “Nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom” (Matt. 24: 7), and erusalem’s 
deliverance (Luke 21: 24). Moreover, the period occupied 
by this epoch would be a “generation” (Matt. 24: 34), 
which, from other Scriptures we are led to believe, repre- 
sents 40 years. Now 40 years contain 14,610 days (36534 x 
40), equivalent to 7260 plus 10 x 1335 days in the day-periods. 

The year 1917, when Jerusalem was delivered from 
Turco-Moslem rule, was the 1335th year of the Moham- 
medan calendar; and the day of its surrender, December 9, 
1917, was the 24th day of the 9th month of the Hebrew 
calendar — a date referred to in the Book of Haggai in 
connection with the foundation of a new Jerusalem, with 
the Divine promise, “‘from this day will I bless you” 
(Hag. 2: 19). Appropriately, this date proved the starting 
point of a chain of 1335-day cycles which interlock with 
the Great Pyramid. It is also the pivot of three clearly- 
defined 40-year periods. 

The completion of the Holy City’s down-treading 
would end in a period of “forty and two months,” or 1260 
days (Rev. 11: 2), which was the exact interval between 
the assassination of the Austrian Archduke, the first fatal 
shot of World War I, June 28, 1974, and Jerusalem’s sur- 
render, December 9, 1917. From thence 4 x 1335 days ended 
July 23, 1932, the mid-date of the Great Pyramid’s Second 
Low Passage, which coincided with the commencement 
of the Ottawa Conference, the first Conference of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations; a further 6 x 1335 
days will end une 28, 1954; a further 1260 days on Decem- 
ber 9, 1957; and finally a further 4 x 1335 days on July 23, 
1972, the date already indicated as the top of the King’s 
Chamber:

Since 1936 we have watched these periods terminate 
on appropriate events: May 70, 1940 saw Hitler launch his 
Blitzkrieg; November 21, 1943 saw British and American 
chiefs, with President Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill, meet 
in the shadow of the pyramids in Egypt for a momentous 
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war conference; May 4, 1947 saw the publication of the 
Military Staff Committee’s report which revealed a major 
rift between Soviet Russia and the Western Powers. 

But important happenings also often fall at bisection 
dates. Hence, halfway through the above 1260 days came 
the end of World War II; while halfway through the 2300 
days came the beginning of the Korean War:

It is well to bear in mind that the epoch through which 
we are passing is one of demolition — which involves 
desolation, displacement, chastisement of the House of Israel, and 
cleansing.

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The State of the Nation 





S WE WATCHED President Eisen- 
hower address the Congress of 
the United States on the state 

of the nation January 20, 1953 on 
television, and heard and read the 
same event through radio and the 
press, it brought to mind the picture 
of another and, in many ways, a similar 
picture of some 3500 years ago at 
Sinai when the newly-founded nation 
of Israel listened to the original “‘state 
of the nation” address given them 
through Moses by the Lord God, King 
of Israel. 

In contrast to our national situation 
today, Israel was starting with a clean 
slate. These three million or more 
Hebrews, who had lived under Egyp- 
tian domination for four hundred 
years, had been led into the wilderness 
to begin their forty years of training, 
preparatory to taking their destined 
place among the nations of the world. 

God, through Moses and Aaron, 
had recodified their old Adamic laws 
and set up for them a perfect govern- 
mental system with commandments, 
statutes and judgments which they, 
as a nation, were to administer and 
obey. He also re-established the Ten 
Commandments as a body of laws 
for the conduct of the individual. 

The citizens of this newly-formed 
nation were quite as confused as we of 
modern Israel are today, but their 
troubles were picayunish in compari- 
son with ours. They had no housing 
problems, no food problem, no cloth- 
ing problem, no high taxes, no rich 
exploiting the poor, no “mink coat” 
grafters, no racial intolerance, no mili- 
tary dictators. 

God ordered Moses to speak to 
them in His name, enumerating the 
benefits of obedience to His laws. 

Prosperity: ‘““Ye shall keep my sab- 
baths, and reverence my sanctuary: I 
am the Lord. If ye walk in my statutes, 
and keep my commandments, and do 
them; Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field 
shall yield their fruit.’ (Lev. 26: 2-4.) 

Peace, security and supremacy: ‘And 
your threshing shall reach unto the 
vintage, and the vintage shall reach 
unto the sowing time: and ye shall eat 
your bread to the full, and dwell in 
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your land safely. And I will give 
peace in the land, and ye shall lie 
down, and none shall make you afraid. 
. . . And ye shall chase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. . . . And I will walk among 
you, and will be your God, and ye 
shall be my people.” (Lev. 26: 5-7; 
12.) 

In exchange for obedience, they 
were promised everything man could 
desire. Disobedience, however, was to 
bring upon them all the afflictions 
which now beset us in 1953. 

Confusion, pestilence, sorrow: “But if 
ye will not hearken unto me, and will 
not do all these commandments... 
I also will do this unto you; I will even 
appoint over you terror, consumption, 
and the burning ague, that shall con- 
sume the eyes, and cause sorrow of 
heart: and ye shall sow your seed in 
vain, for your enemies shall eat it.” 
(Lev. 26: 14-16.) 

Depression, cowardice, failure, hated 
rulers: ““Ye shall be slain before your 
enemies: they that hate you shall reign 
over you; and ye shall flee when none 
pursueth you. . . . And I will break 
the pride of your power; and I will 
make your heaven as iron, and your 
earth as brass: And your strength 
shall be spent in vain: for your land 
shall not yield her increase, neither 
shall the trees of the land yield their 
fruits.”” (Lev. 26: 17-20.) 

Sickness, hunger, war: “And I will 
bring a sword upon you... . I will 
send the pestilence among you... 
and ye shall eat, and not be satisfied. 
I will destroy your high places, and 
cut down your images... make 
your cities waste, and bring your 
sanctuaries unto desolation . . . and 
I will scatter you among the heathen. 
. . . Ye shall have no power to stand 
before your enemies. And ye shall 
perish among the heathen.” (Lev. 26: 
25-26; 30-31; 33; 37-38.) 

Nevertheless, under the extremities 
of these punishments, the nation will 
turn to its God, for this is a charac- 
teristic of His people. Therefore, the 
message concludes: 

*‘And yet for all that, when they be 
in the land of their enemies, I will not 
cast them away, neither will I abhor 
them, to destroy them utterly, and to 
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break my covenant with them: for I 
am the Lord their God. But I will for 
their sakes remember the covenant of 
their ancestors, whom I brought forth 
out of the land of Egypt in the sight 
of the heathen, that I might be their 
God: I am the Lord.” (Lev. 26: 
44-45.) , 

At first Israel obeyed the laws laid 
down for them, and for several hun- 
dred years God showered His blessings 
upon them. They became the healthi- 
est, happiest and wealthiest nation 
the world has ever known — the envy 
of all other nations, as attested to by 
the Queen of Sheba when she paid a 
royal visit to King Solomon. 

Such perfection and prosperity, 
however, were not destined to last. 
Greed, idolatry, graft, overtaxation 
and other sins against the laws brought 
about the destruction of the nation. 
They were taken into captivity and 
scattered among the gentiles. During 
the following centuries, in accordance 
with the words of their prophets, large 
groups of all the twelve tribes found 
their way into “the isles” north and 
west of Palestine, beyond the Gates of 
Hercules — the British Isles. 

God has identified modern Israel for 
us with these words: ““The sabbath 
shall be as a sign between me and thee 
forever.” It is there in Exodus 31: 
16-17 for us to read if we will. Israel 
is not lost, nor has she ever been, ex- 
cept in the spiritual sense of the word. 

All we need to do to find the answer 
is to look for those nations which bear 
God’s identification mark. What na- 
tions today acknowledge the Sabbath 
in its national business affairs? There 
are two — the British Commonwealth 
of Nations and the United States and 
its possessions. No business entered 
into, or consummated, on the Sabbath 
Day is either valid or legal. 

We of modern Israel, nevertheless, 
having reached the very nadir of 
spiritual decadence, are now faced 
with the accumulated punishments 
which have been multiplying through- 
out the generations since Sinai. It is 
but natural for sincere Christians, 
faced with such a dilemna, to ask 
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themselves, “What is wrong with the 
world? How have I failed in my Chris- 
tian duty that I cannot see more 
clearly the way out? Where is the road 
that will lead us out of this ungodly 
mess?” 

Our guilt as individuals is largely 
one of ignorance of the law, rather 
than the unforgivable guilt of deliber- 
ate disobedience of it. Upon the 
Church must rest the onus of guilt, 
because of its failure to teach us those 
laws, in Sunday School, from pulpit 
and from platform. The Church knows 
those laws are there — those laws 
which Jesus said He came not to de- 
stroy, but to fulfill. They know also 
that, with the promulgation of the 
commandments, statutes and judg- 
ments, God gave orders that those laws 
be taught. If they do not know these 
things, they are but “blind leaders of 
the blind,” violating God’s order to 
“reverence my sanctuary.” These 
preachers of the Word of God have 
become subservient to man-made doc- 
trines in opposition to Divine doctrine 
as set forth in our Bible: 

**Now these are the commandments, 
the statutes, and the judgments, which 
the Lord your God commanded to 
teach you.” (Deut. 6: 1.) 

“Thou shalt teach them diligently 


unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way.” 
(Deut. 6: 7.) 

‘“‘And when thy son asketh thee in 
time to come, saying, What mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments . . . then thou shalt say 
unto thy son... the Lord com- 
manded us to do all these statutes .. . 
for our good always.” (Deut. 6: 20-21; 
24.) 

The Ten Commandments constitute 
the code for individual behavior. The 
laws, statutes and judgments comprise 
the code for the conduct of the nation 
and the administration of its national 
affairs. Thus, God has provided for a 
national as well as an individual salva- 
tion. The Church denies this by its 
failure to teach it. 

The individual has a responsibility 
to the nation. He cannot vote for the 
Ten Commandments and at the same 
time vote against the national laws 
based on those commandments. We 
cannot vote for the commandment: 
**Thou shalt not kill,” yet vote against 
the law for the nation which states: 
*‘The murderer shall be put to death 
and the executioner shall not be held 
bloodguilty.”” (Num. 35: 27; 30-31.) 
The same holds for kidnaping. We are 


not, and cannot be, good Christian 
citizens of a Christian nation so long 
as we remain ignorant of God’s laws. 

What a sad commentary on our ig- 
norance was the action of churches, 
church organizations, and even well- 
meaning Christians, in their appeal to 
the President to nullify the action of 
our highest courts in the case of those 
two archcriminals — Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg. 

Inasmuch as the church has failed 
in its duty to us, let us each resolve to 
read for ourselves the Divine laws as 
set forth in Exodus, Leviticus, Num- 
bers and Deuteronomy and seek the 
restoration of their administration. 
Then only can we become better Chris- 
tian citizens; and then only can we 
vote and act intelligently upon the 
problems which confront us. It will 
prevent such fiascos as the United 
Nations. It will end our silly dickering 
with an appeasement of Soviet Russia 
and Communism. It will bring our 
trouble-makers to judgment and we 
shall clean our house nationally and 
purify our sanctuaries. 

It will give us the vision so necessary 
if we are to find the path to peace. It is 
up to us individually to choose the 
way of restoration, or to stubbornly 
refuse it.

The above examples by no means exhaust the day- 
periods that will expire on August 19-20, 1953. They 
should suffice, however, to emphasize its importance. 
What, then, is to be expected? 

It would seem that the purpose of the Great Pyramid’s 
Chronograph is to provide a framework for the Divine 
plan and time schedule. A surveyor, in fixing the bound- 
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aries of a piece of ground, may use, as points for measure- 
ment, landmarks or pegs which he would provide for the 
purpose. Many Great Pyramid dates resemble the latter. 
Whether August 19-20, 1953 is to be a “land mark” or a 
“*peg”’ remains to be seen. 

It would seem from the Great Pyramid that on August 
20, 1953 we come up against a blank wall, an impassable 
barrier. But are we not under a misapprehension? Actu- 
ally what the Great Pyramid provides is a graphical form 
of calendar —a long term calendar. In the case of an 
annual calendar, when a year ends we start a new one. 
We begin a new chapter. 

On August 20, 1953, we do the same; but while days 
will be shown on the same scale, they will be presented 
vertically instead of horizontally. Confirmatory evidence 
of this vertical scale is provided for us by the day-periods 
as we have shown. 

This change from the horizontal to the vertical is indeed 
a matter of great interest, and may indicate something of 
special importance. An old exponent of the Great Pyramid 
suggested that, while the horizontal stood for the material 
plane, the vertical stands for the spiritual plane. We know 
from the Bible that great spiritual blessings are promised 
for Christ’s true Church and for Israel at the end of the 
age. Great mercies are promised, together with a “‘change 
of heart”? and a “new spirit.”” Are we about to enter this 
epoch of spiritual blessing and is it thus signified by the 
vertical scale? Events may compel us ere long to draw 
closer to God and seek these promised spiritual blessings.

ARS, UNREST, economic de- 

terioration and creeping con- 

quest by the Soviet Union 

have progressively sapped the edifice 

of Western civilization. Like a smoul- 

dering fire, the forces of disintegration 

have honeycombed the structure and 

eaten into its very supports. Political 

palliatives only served to prevent the 

flames from bursting into a consuming 
conflagration. 

As the spring months of 1953 pro- 
ceeded, stresses building up within the 
doomed structure generated sparks 
which warned ominously of the ap- 
proaching holocaust. Recriminations 
flew back and forth across the Atlantic 
as Britain and the United States 
clashed over policies and strategy in 
the hot and cold war. So grave was the 
rift that President Eisenhower called a 
conference to seek means of restoring 
harmony within the Western alliance. 

The Anglo-American rift was ag- 
gravated by a shrewd campaign 
initiated soon after the Malenkov 
regime took control of Russia. By a 
series of conciliatory gestures, by 
dangling the hope of peace through 
resumption of Korean truce talks, the 
Kremlin leaders adroitly capitalized 
upon the appeasement and peace-at- 
any-price sentiment prevalent in Bri- 
tain and France. 

Despite their peace gestures, the 
Communists pressed their military 
campaign in Southeast Asia. And all 
the while world tensions advantageous 
to Soviet plans steadily heightened, 
particularly in the strategic Suez 
Canal area where strife between the 
British and Egyptians verged on open 
warfare. 

The Vietminh radio on April 27 
proclaimed a new Communist govern- 
ment for the kingdom of Laos. This 
move, which came as Red invaders 
neared the Laotian capital of Luang 
Prabang, was precisely linked into the 
Far Eastern pattern by two significant 
“fruition” measures. It fell 1040 days 
lunar after July 7, 1950 when the 
United States ordered the draft into 
Operation to meet the Korean war 
emergency. And a solar 1040 period 
extends from April 27 to March 17, 
1956, which will be 2520 days after 
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Chinese Reds captured the Nationalist 
capital of Nanking in April 1949 
(bottom of Chart I). The 2520 
measure signifies trial or probation. 

The April 27 terminal also found 
Great Britain and Egypt opening 
negotiations over the withdrawal of 
British troops from the Suez Canal 
Zone. It is noteworthy that this was 
exactly 2 x 286 days (displacement or 
human error) after the British aban- 
doned the Abadan refinery in Iran 
on October 3, 1951. 

A radio report on April 28 disclosed 
that Red China had threatened Thai- 
land with invasion. This report, fore- 
shadowing a new irruption of the 
Communist tide, came on the solar 
terminal of 7 x 120 days (warning 
perfected) before August 28, 1955. 
The latter date will be a “birth travail 
perfected” interval of 7 x 270 days 
after the Korean war opened on June 
25, 1950 (center of Chart II). 

April 28 also fell a desolation period 
of 1290 days after October 16, 1949 
when Russia recognized the East 
German Communist regime. This 
German link found particular fulfill- 
ment in the report that the Western 
Big Three had agreed to reject any 
Soviet proposal granting free elections 
in East Germany in exchange for an 
Allied promise to scrap the European 
Army. 

Desolation was again the motif on 
May 2, a date 1290 days solar after the 
proclamation of the Chinese Com- 
munist government on October 1, 
1949. Events aptly fulfilled this chrono- 
logical indication. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
Dulles condemned the Vietminh at- 
tack on Laos as “ruthless and un- 
provoked” and announced that the 
United States was expediting the 
shipment of critically needed military 
items to the defending forces. 

Meanwhile, the Communist threat 
to Thailand aroused mounting con- 
cern. On May 2, amid reports that 
Red forces were massing on Thailand’s 
northern, southern and eastern bor- 
ders, the governments of Thailand 
and Malaya disclosed that the Reds 
had also pushed from Malaya across 
the southern Siamese border to estab- 
lish large camps several miles inside 
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Thailand. A 
declared: 


“The military picture is deadly serious. 
This is the most serious threat to Southeast 
Asia since the Japanese defeat in 1945.”

Note from the upper half of Chart 
II that May 2 was also 2 x 286 days 
after October 8, 1951 when Egypt 
decided to abrogate its Suez and 
Sudan treaties with Great Britain. 

As the monsoon season neared, the 
Vietminh invaders of Laos began 
withdrawing from their more ad- 
vanced positions. They left behind, 
however, organized cells of Commu- 
nists capable of touching off an upris- 
ing at a given signal. This withdrawal 
began on May 6, a lunar period of 666 
days after the assassination of Trans- 
Jordan’s King Abdullah in July 1951. 
And an interval of 420 days extends 
from May 6 to June 30, 1954, which 
will be 10 x 1335 days after the 
British entered Jerusalem in December 
1917 (bottom of Chart III). The 666 
factor denotes human inperfection and 
the opponents of God. 420 is one-sixth 
of the 2520-day period of trial or 
probation. 

The assassination of a pro-French 
Arab leader in Tunisia, also on May 
6, highlighted the state of unabating 
tension in North Africa. 

Great Britain disclosed on May 8 
that it had refused to evacuate the 
Suez Canal Zone, as demanded by 
Egypt, unless adequate arrangements 
for defense of the area were agreed 
upon. The date is doubly linked to 
the Middle Eastern pattern, it falling 
286 days after the abdication of King 
Farouk on July 26, 1952 and also 420 
days solar before July 8, 1954. The 
latter date will be 2520 days after 
India received its independence on 
August 14, 1947 (center of Chart I). 

May 8 was also 1260 days (tribula- 
tion) after the United Nations opened 
its debate on Red aggression in China 
on November 25, 1949. The lunar 
terminal of this 1260 cycle was April 
20 when the exchange of sick and 
wounded prisoners began in Korea. 
As last month’s article noted, April 20 
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was also a “deliverance perfected” 
interval of 7 x 270 days after the 
North Korean Communist govern- 
ment was proclaimed in February 
1948. 

Premier Naguib, in a sword-rattling 
speech on May 10, reasserted that 
Egypt demanded full independence 
from Britain and reaffirmed her de- 
termination to fight for it with every 
means at her disposal. Significantly, 
the date fell precisely 2 x 286 days 
solar after the Egyptian government 
decided to abrogate its Suez and 
Sudan treaties with Great Britain in 
October 1951 (center of Chart II). 
As the chart indicates, May 10 was 
also 7 x 120 days before August 28, 
1955 which links back to the start of 
the Korean war. 

May 11 closed a period of 10 x 1260 
days after the November 1918 Armi- 
stice. This chronological measure sig- 
nifies perfection in tribulation, a 
connotation which was amply and 
ominously borne out by the headlines. 

A foreign policy debate in the 
House of Commons, opening on May 
11, set in sharp focus the basic cleav- 
ages between Britain and the United 
States. Prime Minister Churchill called 
for an early meeting of Big Four 
leaders to alleviate international ten- 
sions and make a supreme effort at 


world peace. This proposal was coolly 
received in Washington, the Eisen- 
hower Administration insisting that a 
conference with the Soviets would be 
futile until Russian aggressive actions 
ended. 

Other tribulative highlights on May 
11 centered about Egypt and the Far 
East. In his House of Commons state- 
ment, Prime Minister Churchill de- 
clared that British troops in the Suez 
Canal Zone would defend themselves 
from all attacks, be they by saboteurs 
or the Egyptian army. Meanwhile, 
American Secretary of State Dulles, 
following a Cairo conference with 
Premier Naguib, disclosed that the 
two had agreed foreign troops should 
be withdrawn from the Canal Zone. 

These Middle Eastern developments 
also fell 5 x 286 days after June 11, 
1949 when the Jews presented their 
peace proposals to the Lausanne 
conference (upper half of Chart III). 
The 1949 date was 9 x 1260 days solar 
after the British entered Jerusalem in 
1917. 

Yet another tribulative fulfillment 
for May 11 came when a group of 
armed Indonesians infiltrated Dutch 
territory in Western New Guinea and 
were liquidated after a two-day action. 

British opposition leader Clement 
Attlee on May 12 fanned the flames of 
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Anglo-American dissension with a 
caustic attack on United States policy, 
charging that certain interests in 
America did not want a cease-fire in 
Korea. The former Prime Minister 
also advocated that Red China be 
seated in the United Nations “soon 
after the armistice” in Korea. Attlee’s 
remarks touched off 2 furious uproar 
in the United States Senate. Typical 
was the comment of Senator William 
F. Knowland: 


“‘We are now face to face with the prob- 
lem that our chief ally has joined with 
certain other United Nations members 
in urging a Far Eastern Munich.” 


Fruition measures mark this sudden 
intensification of the British-American 
policy split. It came 1040 days after 
the United States ordered the draft 
into effect in July 1950 and also 1040 
days before March 17, 1956. The 
latter terminal will be 2520 days after 
the Communist capture of Nanking 
(center of Chart I). 

Meanwhile, London disclosed that 
thirty attacks upon British personnel 
and installations in the Suez Canal 
Zone had occurred since April 1. 
Connivance of the Egyptian armed 
forces was suspected in these incidents. 
The revelation came 286 days solar 
after the abdication of King Farouk. 

Tribulative patterns unfolded fur- 
ther in the Middle and Far East on 
May 13, third day made perfect of 
10 x 1260 days after the November 
1918 Armistice. The May 13 terminal 
marked the collapse of Anglo-Egyp- 
tian negotiations over evacuation of 
the Suez Canal Zone, and immedi- 
ately the British began rushing rein- 
forcements to their Suez garrison. 
Note from the center of Chart III 
that this was also 2 x 286 days solar 
after October 11, 1951 when Iraq 
requested revision of its military 
treaty with Great Britain. 

In Indo-China, the Vietminh Reds 
on May 13 began a new thrust against 
Hanoi and the rice bowl area of the 
Red River delta. French defenses in 
this area had been weakened by the 
shift of reinforcements in Laos. And 
in Korea the Communists rejected a 
UN proposal for resolving the prisoner 
repatriation issue which had dead- 
locked truce negotiations. 

The Egyptian cabinet on May 14 
applied trade restrictions designed to 
bar all commercial transactions with 
the British in the Canal Zone except 
by special permission of the “‘appropri- 
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ate authorities.”” This move came 420 
days before July 8, 1954, which will 
be 2520 days after India received its 
independence (top of Chart I). 

The West German parliament on 
May 15 completed ratification of the 
Bonn Pact and the European Army 
treaty, thus becoming the first of the 
six-nation defense community to do so. 
The army plan, however, still faced a 
test in the German Supreme Court, 
as well as the increasing likelihood of 
rejection by one or more of the other 
participating governments. That Ger- 
many’s ratification would provoke 
stern counter-measures from Russia 
was a foregone conclusion. 

The German ratification, a keystone 
of Western strategy for countering the 
Soviet military threat, came upon a 
date that bore significant chronological 
markings. It fell 2520 days solar after 
May 15, 1946 when efforts to draft 
World War II peace terms collapsed. 
A lunar interval of 1335 days separated 
May 15 from October 7, 1949 when 
the East German Communist govern- 
ment was set up. In addition, May 15 
was 1040 days solar after the Korean 
war opened in June 1950 (bottom of 
Chart IT). 

Egypt, on May 16, charged that 
the British, pursuing a “policy of 
provocation,” had halted a bus and 
kidnaped nine Egyptians. In Indo- 
China, assaulting Vietminh troops 
cracked the French ‘‘Maginot Line’’ 
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protecting the Red River delta, but 
were finally repelled after a savage 
28-hour battle. 

These events link closely to the 
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Middle and Far Eastern patterns. 
They fell an “hour of warning” period 
of 15 x 120 days after the Palestine 
truce went into effect on June 11, 1948 
and a 1600-day space or extent of 
judgment interval after December 
28, 1948 when the United States 
announced its evacuation of South 
Korea. Finally, May 16 was 666 days 
after the assassination of King Ab- 
dullah in July 1951 (near bottom of 
Chart III). 

One further conciliatory gesture 
from the Soviet bloc came on the May 
16 terminal as Czechoslovakia released 
William Odatis, an American news- 
paperman held over two years on 
spying charges. 

Mounting American impatience 
with appeasement-bent allies was re- 
flected in the Senate resolution intro- 
duced on May 19 by Republican 
William F. Knowland of California. 
The resolution called upon President 
Eisenhower to withdraw the United 
States from the United Nations if 
Communist China were given a UN 
seat. It is noteworthy that this move 
came 1290 days lunar after November 
25, 1949 when the United Nations 
opened the debate in which it con- 
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doned by inaction the Communist 
conquest of China (top of Chart I). 

This May 19 desolation terminal 
also found the Vietminh Communists 
moving up two more divisions to join 
the battle for the Red River delta. 
And in Washington, President Eisen- 
hower told the American people that 
the Soviet military-economic threat 
made it impossible to effect any imme- 
diate cut in taxes. 

On May 21 President Eisenhower 
announced that the Western Big Three 
would confer during June to resolve 
disagreements and develop a common 
viewpoint on cold war problems. 
Within hours after the Eisenhower 
announcement, the situation was com- 
plicated by the downfall of Premier 
Rene Mayer’s French government. 

These events fell a “warning per- 
fected” interval of 7 x 120 days after 
February 1, 1951 when the UN de- 
nounced Communist aggression in 
Korea (top of Chart III). And from 
May 21 a solar 286 period extends to 
March 7, 1954, which will be 10 x 
1290 days (perfection in desolation) 
after the November 1918 Armistice. 

Also noteworthy is the fact that 
President Eisenhower’s announcement 
of a Big Three conference came 1600 
plus 153 days after Kremlin talks on 
the Berlin blockade issue opened on 
August 2, 1948. The article, “Through 
Judgment to Restoration,” in Des- 
Tiny for September 1951 (pp. 318- 
322), pointed out that this time-meas- 
ure combination links related events at 
successive phases of the judgment proc- 
ess. The efforts of the Eisenhower 
Administration, plagued by recalci- 
trant allies, to pursue a more vigorous 
policy is clearly initiating a new — and 
perhaps the climactic — phase of the 
current world tribulation. 

Premier Naguib, in a telegraphic 
statement to a news service on May 22, 
indicated that Egypt would welcome 
mediation of the Anglo-Egyptian dis- 
pute by Italy or some other outside 


friendly Power. This was 2 x 286 days 
after October 28, 1951 when Egypt 
formally demanded that British troops 
leave the Suez Canal Zone. May 22 
was also 7 x 120 days lunar before 
August 28, 1955 (top of Chart IT). 

The government of Kenya, on the 
May 22 terminal just noted, announced 
its decision to call part of the Asian 
population into military service to 
assist in the defense against Mau Mau 
terrorists. 

The Eisenhower Administration set 
acceptance of an Austrian treaty as 
one of the actions by which the Soviet 
Union could prove the sincerity of its 
peaceful professions. But on May 25 
Russia bluntly refused to participate 
in a four-Power conference on Austria. 
The date was 286 days before March 
7, 1954, which will be 10 x 1290 days 
after the November 1918 Armistice 
(top of Chart III). 

An intense furor over Korea arose 
following submission of new UN com- 
promise proposals on May 25. Al- 
though the terms were not made pub- 
lic, President Eisenhower assured the 
world that they neither represented 
any basic change in UN policy nor 
permitted coercion of prisoners of war. 
Prime Minister Churchill declared 
that they had the full support of Great 
Britain. 

The South Korean Ambassador in 
Washington, however, told the State 
Department that the new truce pro- 
posals were “‘completely unsatisfac- 
tory” to the Korean government and 
people. And in Seoul, following an 
emergency meeting of President Syng- 
man Rhee and his cabinet, a spokes- 
man hinted that the South Korean 
government was boycotting the truce 
sessions in protest over the proposals. 

Meanwhile, the influential Senator 
Taft declared that if the current ses- 
sions failed to produce an armistice, 
the United States should forget about 
working with the United Nations and 
carry on the war alone.

This material is not included on 
the charts. The lunar and mean ter- 
minals of the 1260 cycle extending 
from the 1949 terminal will be found 
near the center of Chart I. 

Study of the chronological patterns 
on the charts will show that the snow- 
balling problems besetting America 
and Britain unfold inevitably from 
past blunders. In particular the China 
debacle, along with British weakness 
in the Middle East, unleashed forces 
which will yet wreak untold havoc 
upon the free world. 

Britain and America, united upon a 
strong resolute policy, could have done 
much to blunt and dissipate the threat. 
Yet, as the crisis developed, the trend 
was all the other way toward dissension 
and disunity which the crafty Kremlin 
leaders ably exploited. 

The time when any possible military 
or political action can check the crisis 
enveloping Western civilization is fast 
ebbing away. Each month brings the 
Soviet atomic stockpile nearer the 
point where Russia’s leaders will feel 
capable of challenging America and 
Britain. When that time comes, the 
ruthless Kremlin despots will not hesi- 
tate to strike. 

Only in the culminating gethsem- 
ane, only when all human expedients 
have failed, will the stricken Anglo- 
Saxon nations have recourse to the 
Ever-loving God who shaped the cur- 
rent world tribulation as chastisement 
for His stubborn and errant children. 
Preservation will come only through 
national spiritual regeneration and 
voluntary submission to the Divine 
authority: 

“Lord, thou wilt ordain peace for us: for 
thou also hast wrought all our works for 
us.” (Isa. 26: 12, Marg.) 

The compulsive process which will 
bring about this fundamental change 
in outlook is already far advanced. 
All unknowing, the Western world is 
at the threshold of titanic upheavals 
which will alter for all time the mode 
of their national life. With the will of 
God supplanting human vainglory, 
peace will no longer be a remote 
chimera and the trials of mankind’s 
long night of rebellion will soon be- 
come but a memory. 
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THE PROPHET HOSEA 





CHAPTER II 
The Bill of Divorcement 


EZEBEL, the wife of Ahab, had 
introduced Baal worship in Is- 
rael, having brought it from her 
native land, for she was a daugh- 

ter of Ethbaal, King of the Zidonians. 
During the reign of Ahab Elijah had 
placed before the people a choice as 
to whether they would serve Baal or 
worship Jehovah their God. But in 
spite of the demonstration that the 
Lord is God, acknowledged by the 
exclamation uttered by those who 
witnessed the descent of the fire of 
God upon Elijah’s altar (I Kings 18: 
39), Baalism was not rejected. As 
time passed the people, by their ac- 
tions rather than by their words, 
chose to serve Baal. Because this was 
the situation throughout the Northern 
Kingdom of the House of Israel in the 
days of Hosea, the Lord sent this 
prophet to witness against them. 

The daughters of Israel had become 
temple women, consecrated to a li- 
centious worship associated with the 
most degrading practices, which be- 
came mandatory as a religious duty. 
As a result adultery became wide- 
spread throughout the land. The fes- 
tivals of the former residents of Ca- 
naan were observed in every detail 
by Israel, causing Hosea to declare 
that the people had completely turned 
their backs upon the Lord their God, 
dishonoring Him and breaking their 
covenant with Him. 


The People Repudiated 


It was because of these conditions 
that God had instructed Hosea to 
marry a wife taken from among the 
women of the Northern Kingdom, to 
whom children had been born. The 
names given these children at the 
time of their birth signified God’s at- 
titude toward Israel and the condi- 
tions extant throughout the entire 
land. In the name of the prophet’s 
daughter, Lo-ruhamah; that is, “not 
having obtained mercy,” and his son, 
Lo-ammi; that is, “not my people,” 
God set forth what would be the ulti- 
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mate result of Israel’s persistence in 
following the practices of Baalism and 
worshipping idols (see Chapter I, 
Destiny for July 1953, pp. 237-240). 


A. Faithful Remnant 


The symbolism was somewhat 
changed in the next message given by 
the Lord and the second chapter of 
Hosea’s book opens with the state- 
ment: 


“Say ye unto your brethren, Ammi; 
and to your sisters, Ruhamah. Plead with 
your mother, plead: for she is not my wife, 
neither am I her husband.” (Hosea 2: 
1-2.) 


Ammi means “my people” and 
Ruhamah means “having obtained 
mercy.” Because the prophet was in- 
structed to drop the prefix “Lo” in 
each case in addressing Israel, it indi- 
cates that in this instance Hosea was 
directing his message to a certain 
group among the people. There were 
some individuals and a number of 
families in the Northern Kingdom 
who had not succumbed to idolatry 
and Baalism. It was these to whom 
the prophet was speaking. By this ap- 
plication of the symbolism we are re- 
minded of the fact that when Elijah 
felt that he alone was left of all in 
Israel who had acknowledged God, 
the Lord informed him: 


“I have left me seven thousand in Israel, 
all the knees which have not bowed unto 
Baal, and every mouth which hath not 
kissed him.” (I Kings 19: 18.) 


While this group was very small in 
comparison to the whole population, 
yet it was a sufficient number to wit- 
ness to those who had turned away 
from the Lord, pointing out that their 
ways were evil. It is very evident that 
in the time of Hosea there was such a 
remnant among the House of Israel 
who had remained true to their God. 
It was to this small core of faithful 
men and women that the prophet 
was directed to speak. 

He asked them to plead with their 
*‘mother,”’ the House of Israel, a des- 
ignation referring to the governmental 
authority of the nation. They were 
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directed to declare to her that, be- 
cause of her unfaithfulness, God was 
disclaiming her as His wife, repudiat- 
ing His former relationship: 


“For thy Maker is thine husband; the 
Lord of hosts is his name.” (Isa. 54: 5.) 


They were to intensify their work 
of witnessing since the time was at 
hand when the Northern Kingdom 
was to be carried away into Assyria 
unless they repented and turned to 
the Lord. These faithful few were in- 
structed to plead with the. nation, 
calling upon the people to turn from 
their idolatry and stop embracing 
Baalism. To persist in their evil ways 
was to bring upon themselves the five 
aspects of judgment given in symbolic 
terms: 


‘Lest I strip her naked, and set her as 
in the day that she was born, and make 
her as a wilderness, and set her like a dry 
land, and slay her with thirst.” (Hosea 
2: 3.) 


The Land Made Desolate 


Here we have the Prophet referring 
to the coming desolation of the land 
if the people refused to heed the call 
to repentance. Furthermore, if the 
House of Israel failed to hearken and 
turn away from Baalism, their chil- 
dren of succeeding generations would 
also suffer: 


“And upon her children I will have no 
pity, Because they are harlot’s children. 
For their mother played the harlot; She 
who bore them acted shamelessly. For 
she said, ‘I will go after my lovers, who 
give me my bread and my water, my wool 
and my flax, my oil and my drink.’ ” 
(Hosea 2: 4-5, Smith @ Goodspeed Trans.) 

Her lovers were her Baals, or lords, 
from whom Israel was claiming she 
received the necessities of life such as 
food, drink and clothing, as well as 
the luxuries that contributed to her 
happiness. This recognition of Baal 
was given in the celebration of the 
festivals in honor of the deity, during 
the rites of which Baal was acknowl- 
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edged as the giver of all material 
prosperity. The Lord held this as tan- 
tamount to a wife bestowing her af- 
fections on another. The homage ren- 
dered to Baal for such gifts is also 
likened to the hire of an abandoned 
woman. 


The Rejected Wife 


Having wholeheartedly accepted 
the idolatrous worship of Baalism, the 
House of Israel refused to heed the 
plea of Hosea and of the faithful few 
among them who had not bowed their 
knees before the heathen god. There- 
fore, the House of Israel became “‘not 
my people’ —a designation foretold 
by the prophet — and the instructions 
to Ammi and Ruhamah to say to 
their mother, “she is not my wife,” 
became a reality. Because of Israel’s 
failure to cease all idolatrous practices 
and serve the Lord only, God wrote 
them a bill of divorcement and put 
them away. From that time forward 
Israel (not Judah) was under the 
curse of the law which Moses had 
recorded as a part of the Law of the 
Lord in these words: 


“When a man hath taken a wife, and 
married her, and it come to pass that she 
find no favour in his eyes, because he 
hath found some uncleanness [indecency] 
in her: then let him write her a bill of 
divorcement, and give it in her hand, and 
send her out of his house. And when she 
is departed out of his house, she may go 
and be another man’s wife. And if the 
latter husband hate her, and write her a 
bill of divorcement, and giveth it in her 
hand, and sendeth her out of his house; 
or if the latter husband die, which took 
her to be his wife; Her former husband, 
which sent her away, may not take her 
again to be his wife, after that she is de- 
filed; for that is abomination before the 
Lord.” (Deut. 24: 1-4.) 


In conformity with the require- 
ments of this law, God placed in Is- 
rael’s hand the bill of divorcement. 
Through His prophets God had 
warned her that this was what He 
would do if she failed to amend 
her ways. Israel refused, so Jeremiah 
records the fact that such a bill of 
divorcement was given to the Northern 
Kingdom, or House of Israel. 


Judah Not Divorced 


Following this a very interesting 
observation was made by Jeremiah: 
“And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 


adultery I had put her away, and given 
her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous 
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sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot [#.e., embraced idolatry] 
also.” (Jer. 3: 8.) 

This is a clear statement of the fact 
that Israel was divorced, but Judah was 
not divorced. Yet, in spite of this strong 
evidence of the distinction between 
the House of Israel and the House of 
Judah, the teachings of the majority 
of our theologians undertake to de- 
clare Israel and Judah to be one and 
the same people. The error of holding 
such a position becomes more and 
more apparent as one analyzes God’s 
dealings with the House of Israel, 
which were altogether different from 
His dealings with the House of Judah. 


Could Not Return 


The House of Israel was sent away 
into Assyrian captivity and about 130 
years later Judah was carried away 
to Babylon. Because Israel had been 
given a bill of divorcement, and Judah 
had not, Israel was unable to return 
to Palestine, while a remnant of the 
House of Judah did return after the 
Divinely-set term of the Babylonian 
captivity had expired. According to 
the law, when God gave the House of 
Israel a bill of divorcement, He sent 
her away out of the “promised land.”’ 
So long as that bill of divorcement was 
in force, He could not take her back 
into His house, i.¢., into His land, to 
dwell again. 


A Future Return 


However, that there is to be a 
return to the land in the future is a 
very clearly stated fact of Scripture — 
and it is Israel who is to return to the 
land of their fathers in the sense that 
they will regain possession and control 
of the territory. Ezekiel declares: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; in the day 
that I shall have cleansed you from all 
your iniquities I will also cause you to 
dwell in the cities, and the wastes shall be 
builded. And the desolate land shall be 
tilled. . . . As the holy flock, as the flock 
of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so shall 
the waste cities be filled with flocks of 
men: and they shall know that I am the 
Lord.” (Ez. 36: 33-38.) 


But before this can come to pass, 
the bill of divorcement given to Israel 
must be annulled. Paul declared that 
only the death of the husband could 
bring freedom from the curse of this 
law: 

“Know ye not, brethren, (for I speak 
to them that know the law) how that the 
law hath dominion over a man as long as 


he liveth? For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her hus- 
band so long as he liveth; but if the hus- 
band be dead, she is loosed from the law 
of her husband.” (Rom. 7: 1-2.) 


Therefore, the only way that the 
House of Israel could escape the pen- 
alty of the law would be through the 
death of Him who had given her the 
bill of divorcement. This is the reason 
Jesus Christ, God the Son, who gave 
His life on Calvary’s cross, is called 
the Redeemer, for He redeemed His 
people Israel from the curse of this 
law. In anticipation of His death and 
resurrection, Jesus commissioned His 
disciples to “‘go unto the lost sheep of 
the House of Israel’? and proclaim the 
good news of their redemption. 

Upon their acceptance of the fact 
of their redemption, they would be in 
a position to be restored to that which 
had been lost to them. Eventually they 
would be permitted to return to the 
land that was previously theirs, for it 
is to Israel, Christianized and sin- 
cerely repentant, that Zephaniah’s 
message is addressed: 


“The remnant of Israel shall not do 
iniquity, nor speak lies; neither shall a 
deceitful tongue be found in their mouth. 
... Lhe Lord hath taken away thy 
judgments, he hath cast out thine enemy: 
the king of Israel, even the Lord, is in the 
midst of thee: thou shalt not see evil any 
more. . . . At that time will I bring you 
again, even in the time that I gather you: 
for I will make you a name and a praise 
among all people of the earth, when I 
turn back your captivity before your eyes, 
saith the Lord.” (Zeph. 3: 13-20.) 


But let it be noted that it is only as 
a Christian people that Israel may 
regain possession of their land. These 
simple facts of jurisprudence should 
forever settle all questions concerning 
the return of Israel to Palestine. 


The Westward Trek 


After their escape from Assyrian 
captivity, the people of the House of 
Israel, being barred from returning 
to their land again, moved westward 
from the land of their captors— a 
fact which can be amply verified by 
painstaking research in the records of 
history.* Because of the seemingly 
hopeless situation in which the people

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found themselves as a result of having 
been given a bill of divorcement, the 
Lord, through Ezekiel, represents 
them as dry bones filling a valley, 
symbolizing a people who were in 
complete despair: 


“Then he said unto me, Son of man, 
these bones are the whole house of Israel: 
behold, they say, Our bones are dried, 
and our hope is lost: we are cut off for 
our parts.” (Ez. 37: 11.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this 
passage as follows: 


“Then he said to me, O mortal man, 
these bones are the whole house of Israel. 
Behold, they keep saying, Our bones are 
dried up, and our hope is lost; we are com- 
pletely cut off.” 


This applies to the House of Israel, 
not Judah. Through Ezekiel the Lord 
shows with what abandonment the 
House of Israel had turned to idolatry: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; Are ye pol- 
luted after the manner of your fathers? 
And commit ye whoredom after their 
abominations? For when ye offer your 
gifts, when ye make your sons to pass 
through the fire, ye pollute yourselves 
with all your idols, even unto this day: 
and shall I be enquired of by you, O house 
of Israel? As I live, saith the Lord God, I 
will not be enquired of by you.” (Ez. 20: 
30-31.) 


Bond of the Covenant 


Evidently as a result of the Lord’s 
rejection of Israel, the people decided 
that they would become like the hea- 
then and forget their covenant with 
their God. In this way they expected 
to secure for themselves a position at 
least equal to that occupied by the 
heathen who enjoyed a certain type 
of prosperity. But knowing their 
thoughts and desires, the Lord de- 
clared: 


“And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not be at all, that ye say, We 
will be as the heathen, as the families of 
the countries, to serve wood and stone.” 
(Ez. 20: 32.) 


Even though the Lord had divorced 
the House of Israel, they were not free 
from the terms of His everlasting cove- 
nant with them. His intention was to 
compel them to come under its terms 
by the operation of the “But”? clauses 
of the covenant which set forth the 
penalties for its violation. Inciden- 
tally, the very fact that the House of 
Israel was to suffer in accordance with 
the penalties set forth in the covenant 
clearly demonstrates that the cove- 
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nant was not set aside. Confirming 
this position, the Lord declares: 


**As I live, saith the Lord God, surely 
with a mighty hand, and with a stretched 
out arm, and with fury poured out, will I 
rule over you: And I will bring you out 
from the people, and will gather you out 
of the countries wherein ye are scattered, 
with a mighty hand, and with a stretched 
out arm, and with fury poured out. And I 
will bring you into the wilderness of the 
people, and there will I plead with you 
face to face. Like as I pleaded with your 
fathers in the wilderness of the land of 
Egypt, so will I plead with you, saith the 
Lord God. And I will cause you to pass 
under the rod, and I will bring you into 
the bond of the covenant.” (Ez. 20: 
33-37.) 


Rod of Punishment 


Hosea foretold the beginning of this 
pressure that God proposed to exert 
upon the House of Israel and he cor- 
roborated Ezekiel’s prediction when 
he recorded what the Lord had said: 


“Therefore, behold, I will hedge up thy 
way with thorns, and make a wall, that 
she shall not find her paths. And she shall 
follow after her lovers, but she shall not 
overtake them; and she shall seek them, 
but shall not find them: then shall she 
say, I will go and return to my first hus- 
band; for then was it better with me than 
now.” (Hosea 2: 6-7.) 


The first results of the rod of pun- 
ishment upon the House of Israel for 
their apostasy was the destruction of 
their prosperity. The misery and per- 
plexities that followed soon brought 
home to them the futility of trying to 
secure the necessities and luxuries of 
life by serving Baal. Then they de- 
cided it was better to serve the Lord 
rather than Baal. This was not be- 
cause of any great spiritual awaken- 
ing, but with the idea that they would 
pay homage to Him as they had paid 
homage to Baal, expecting by so doing 
to secure the rewards of fruitfulness 
and prosperity with which they had 
formerly been blessed. Actually the 
desire was but to exchange one god 
for another simply in the hope of se- 
curing material prosperity. However, 
the Lord who is God is not interested 
in such reasons for serving Him —a 
type of service that at best would be 
outward only. Instead of accepting 
this shallow homage, the Lord de- 
clared openly that Israel did not know 
He had all the while given them the 
corn and wine, with the oil and the 
wealth of silver and gold, which they 
had used to honor Baal: 


“Therefore will I return, and take away 
my corn in the time thereof, and my wine 
in the season thereof, and will recover my 
wool and my flax given to cover her naked- 
ness. And now will I discover her lewd- 
ness [expose her shame] in the sight of 
her lovers, and none shall deliver her out 
of mine hand.” (Hosea 2: 9-10.) 

By taking away all her prosperity, 
God reduced the House of Israel to a. 
state of poverty. He refused to continue 
to allow them to have the blessings of 
prosperity on the basis of lip service, 
with its ritualistic forms and cere- 
monies. Even the heathen and their 
gods would not acknowledge Israel 
because God’s hand rested heavily in 
judgment upon her. The Lord de- 
clares: 

**T will also cause all her mirth to cease, 
her feast days, her new moons, and her 
sabbaths, and all her solemn feasts. And 
I will destroy her vines and her fig trees, 
whereof she hath said, These are my re- 
wards that my lovers have given me: and 
I will make them a forest, and the beasts 
of the field shall eat them.” (Hosea 2: 
11-12.) 

Thus succinctly does Hosea describe 
the coming desolation of the land as a 
result of the deportation of the House 
of Israel, which was about to be car- 
ried away into Assyrian captivity. The 
prophet then pronounced judgment 
upon the people for having turned to 
idolatry, burning incense to heathen 
gods and attributing their prosperity 
to Baal: 

“And I will visit upon her the days of 
Baalim, wherein she burned incense to 
them, and she decked herself with her 
earrings and her jewels, and she went 


after her lovers, and forgat me, saith the 
Lord.” (Hosea 2: 13.) 


Days of Baalim 


What is meant by visiting upon 
Israel the days of Baalim? The period 
from the time of the Exodus in 1486 
B.c. to the great deportation in 721 
B.C. comprises 765 years. The history 
of God’s people during those years 
was one of vacillation between serving 
God and Baal. During the period of 
the Judges, and also in the reign of the 
kings, idolatry often flourished in the 
land and homage was paid to Baal. 
However, the land was practically 
free from such idolatry during the 
reign of David and it was not until 
Solomon was led astray by his wives 
that idolatry was established in the 
land again. 

When the House of Israel revolted 
from the rule of Rehoboam, Solomon’s 
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son, idolatry was already on the in- 
crease among the people of the 
Northern Kingdom. It is safe to say, 
therefore, that during at least half of 
the 765 years from the time of the 
Exodus to the capture of Samaria, and 
the deportation of the House of Israel 
to Assyria in 721 B.c., idolatry flour- 
ished in the land. The mention of 
visiting the “days of Baalim’”’ upon 
Israel, and the subsequent period of 
punishment, would lead to the assump- 
tion that 360 years of the 765 years 
were marred by idolatrous practices 
in the land. With the rounding out of 
the number of years that constitute a 
time — 360 years — the cup of Israel’s 
iniquity was now full. The judgment 
that was to be visited upon them under 
the law was to be according to the 
days they served Baal multiplied by 
seven — Seven Times, 7.¢., 2520 years. 


“And if ye will not for all this hearken 
unto me, but walk contrary unto me; Then 
I will walk contrary unto you also in fury; 
and I, even I, will chastise you seven 
times for your sins.”” (Lev. 26: 27-28.) 


It is interesting to note that a 
namesake of the prophet came to the 
throne of Israel (the prophet’s name 
in Hebrew being Hoshea) and in the 
ninth year of the reign of King Hoshea 
the king of Assyria took Samaria and 
carried Israel away into the land of 
Assyria, placing them in Halah and in 
Habor by the river of Gozan, and in 
the cities of the Medes. This was the 
beginning of the Great Captivity and 
of the Seven Times of punishment for 
their national sins. The reason given 


for the deportation is set forth in the 
Book of II Kings: 


“For so it was that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord their 
God, which had brought them up out of 
the land of Egypt, from under the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had feared 
other gods, And walked in the statutes of 
the heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Israel, and of 
the kings of Israel, which they had made. 
And the children of Israel did secretly 
those things that were not right against 
the Lord their God, and they built them 
high places in all their cities, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 
And they set them up images and groves 
in every high hill, and under every green 
tree: And there they burnt incense in all 
the high places, as did the heathen whom 
the Lord carried away before them; and 
wrought wicked things to provoke the 
Lord to anger: For they served idols, 
whereof the Lord had said unto them, Ye 
shall not do this thing. Yet the Lord tes- 
tified against Israel, and against Judah, 
by all the prophets, and by all the seers, 
saying, Turn ye from your evil ways, and 
keep my commandments and my statutes, 
according to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I sent to 
you by my servants the prophets. Not- 
withstanding they would not hear, but 
hardened their necks, like to the neck of 
their fathers, that did not believe in the 
Lord their God. And they rejected his 
statutes, and his covenant that he made 
with their fathers, and his testimonies 
which he testified against them; and they 
followed vanity, and became vain, and 
went after the heathen that were round 
about them, concerning whom the Lord 
had charged them, that they should not 


do like them. And they left all the com- 
mandments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served Baal. 
And they caused their sons and their 
daughters to pass through the fire, and 
used divination and enchantments, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight 
of the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 
Therefore the Lord was very angry with 
Israel, and removed them out of his sight: 
there was none left but the tribe of Judah 
only.” (II Kings 17: 7-18.) 

In this statement by the writer of 
the records of the kings of Israel we 
have irrefutable evidence substantiat- 
ing the distinction made in the Bible 
between the House of Israel and the 
House of Judah. Israel was carried 
away into Assyrian captivity, as 
Hosea had warned, because of their 
failure to heed and obey the com- 
mandments, statutes and judgments 
of the Lord. But this is not the end of 
the story the Bible tells about the 
House of Israel. Although they van- 
ished from sight in the records of 
Biblical history, they appear again 
later in secular history, fulfilling all 
that the prophets predicted concern- 
ing their ultimate restoration to God’s 
favor when they shall again live in 
His sight. 

Between the ending of the 13th 
verse of the second chapter of Hosea 
and the beginning of the 14th verse, 
then through to the end of this 
chapter, many years were destined to 
elapse and it is with this period of 
time that we shall deal in the next 
installment of this series of articles.
